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ir. It was the unanimous opinion of the members that 
the existing Constitution suffers from a number of basic 
and operational defects, as shown by its working during 
the last few years. 

(i) It was felt that the leadership thrown up by 
indirect elections may not necessarily have the confidence 
and support of a large majority of the University Students. 
This built-in defect easily leads to alternative nuclei of lead- 
ership emerging during crisis-situations. 

( it ) Further, it was felt that no office-bearer should 
simaltaneously hold more than one office. If an office- 
bearer of a College/ Departmental Association also holds 
an office in the Students’ Consultative Council, work in 
one or the other or both tends to suffer. 

, (iii) It was also felt that the Non-Resident Students, 
Centre in the main University Campus should be run by 
the Students Council, and not by a separate committee, as 
at present. 

- These and other defects, it was generally felt, called 
for basic changes, in the Constitution. In pursuance of 
this feeling, the council, had, at its meeting held on 19th 
December, 969 appointed a Constitution Amendment 
Sub-Committee. This Sub-Committee, after due delibera- 
tions and consultations, presented its conclusions and reco- 
mmendations to the Council. These recommendations form- 
ed the main basis of the deliberations of the Council. (Cy- 
clostyled copies of the Sub-Committee’s report bad been 
circulated among the members. 

III. AMENDMENTS APPROVED : 

(1) NAME: The name of the University Students’

(B) The Executive Committee shall consist of the fol-

(i) Dean, University Students Services (Chief Rector). 

(ii) One teacher-member of Assembly, to be nominat- 
ed by the Vice-Chancellor. 

(iii) Union President, Vice-President, General Secret- 
ary and Joint Secretary, 

(iv) Cultural Secretary, Secretary NRSC; Secretary 
Students Welfare and.Litrary Secretary. 
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(v) Three members of the Executive Committee. 

7. Mode of Election ; 

(a) The President and the Vice-President shall be elec- 
ted b/ all the Students of the University, 

with the Presi'^ent and the Vice-President being 
from Post-graduate and Under-graduate classes 
respectively. 

(b) The General Secretary, the Joint Secretary, the Cul- 

tural Secretary, the Literary Secretary, NRSC and 
Secretarry, Students Welfare shall be nominated 
by the President, in consultation with the Vice- 
President, with the proviso that the General Sec- 
retary; NRSC shall be from the Post-graduate 
Wings and the Joint Secretary, from the Under- 
graduate Wing.

if one-third of total membership of the Assem- 
bly give it in writing the Dean, University Stu- 
dents/Rector concerned, stating the reason/s 
for this move. 

(b) It shall require for its passing a simple majo- 
rity of the total membership of the Assembly 
and two-third majority of the members present 
and voting. 

(c) A meeting for a Non-confidence motion shall 
have to be specially convened for this purpose 
by the Dean, University Students /Rectors con^ 
cerned, and shall require at least a week’s no- 
tice for it, to be called.

(1) Shri Gyan Singh Choudhary was a student of the 
LL B. Previous class of the University School of Law, Jai- 
pur, during the session 1966-67. He was detained from ap- 
pearing at the examination in 1967 on account of shortage 
in attendance along with seven other candidates. 

As per shortage statement sent by the Director, School 
of Law, Jaipur, Shri Choadhary was short in attendance by 
72 lectures, which were spread over all the seven subjects. 
The maximum limit which could be condoned under tne rules 
was 28 lectures. Thus, he was still short of 44 lectures. Ad- 
ded to it the 5 more attedances cor.donable by the Vice- 
Chancellor at his discretion* the net shortage would have 
still been 39 lectures. No reason for shortage was given by 
the Director, School of Law in the shortage statement for- 
warded to this office. 

(2) He filed an application against the decision of the 
University in the Court of Munsil, Jaipur, and secured a 
stay order direcnng the University ic allow him to appear 
at the LL.B. (Prev.) Examination, 1967 provisionally pend- 
ing decision on his application. He was accordingly allow- 
ed to appear at the examination provisionally. 

(3) The injunction order under which the candidate 
had appeared had been vacated and the suit was dismissed 
with costs. Shri Choudhary being not satisfied with the 
judgement of the lower Court filed an appeal in the Court 
of District Judge, Jaipur City, where it is still pending.

(Final) class in Dungar College, Bikaner in the session 1967-

The 
State Government will authorise the Accountant General 
to release grant on monthly basis on the first of every month 
and the University will not be required to move the State 
Government every quarter for the release of the non-plan 
maintenance grant. The last quarter’s grant will be released 
after the University has furnished the audited statement of 
the accounts of the previous year’s grant and has also given 
certificate to the effect that the conditions attached to the 
grant have been fully complied with. 

5. If the above conditions are acceptable to the Uni- 
versity an intimation may kindly be sent to that effect to 
enable the State Government to issue necessary orders foi 
release of grant in-aid.

payment of Graduity to Employees Rules (Revised) 

(Approved under Syndicate Resolution No. 51 dated 4-7-70) 
Preamble : 

With a view to provide better retirement benefits to 
the emoloyees of the Rajasthan University, the Syndicate 
acting under the provisions of Section 22 (g) of the Univer- 
sity of Rajputana Act (1946) as amended hereby makes the 
following rules. 


General : 

1. These Rules shall be called the Rajasthan University 
payment of Gratuity to Employees Rules, 1970. 

2. These Rules shall come into force with effect from 
1-4 1969. 

3. These rules are intended to provide extra retirement 
benefit which is in the form of ex-gratia payment to the 
employees of the University, They shall apply to : 

(i) All employees joining service in the University or 
after the date of coming into force of these rules. 

(ii) All employees who axe in the service of the Uni- 
versity on 1-4-1969 and opt for the gratuity scheme 
under these rules in the manner detailed in Rule 
4 below. 

Exception ; 

Employees holding (a) an appointment under contract 
unless the terms of contract provide otherwise, or (b) an ap^ 
pointment fora fned term, or (c) an appointment on fixed 
pay or (d) an appointment on re-employment on super annu- 
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ation (including extensions, if any) either from the Univer- 
sity or the State Govt, or (e) employees on work charge 
basis, shall not be covered by these rules. 

Option : 

4. (i) Emoloyees in service on 1-4-69 shall have the 
right to opt for this scheme or (b) to eoniinue the existing 
CPF Scheme of the Uni%ersity. Option shall be oercised 
and communicated to the Registrar, in writing, within 3 
months from the date of notification of these rules and op- 
tion once exercised, shall be final and irrevocable and in 
case no option is received by the date specified for the pur- 
pose, it shall de deemed that f'e emplovee has opted for the 
gratuity scheme under these lules.

In case of an employee who is absent from duty on the 
date of notification of these rules, on account of being on 
deptutation or study leave either in India or abroad, the Re- 
gistrar shall communicate the provisions of these rules and 
the employee shall be asked to exercise his/her option in the 
manner and within the period specifed above.

(ii) Every temporary employee of the Universty who

service of the University due to any reason whatsoever, ex- 
cept when the employee is dismissed from the service in the 
University befere he/she becomes eligible for payment of 
gratuity in terms of Rules 6 and 9 the total amount so subs- 
cribed by the temporary employee to the Gratuity Fund shall

(iii) On the date of coming into force of these Rules the 
University shall constitute a Gratuity Fund by 

(a) Diverting from the Provident Fund accounts of all 
existing employees who opt for the Gratuity scheme, 
the amount of exeess credit at 1/3% as University’s 
share of contnbution to the provident fund from 
the date on which such contributions by the Uni- 
versity started in each case. 

(b) Paying into the Fund every month an amount 
equal to the 1/3% less credited to the emplo- 
yees* Provident Fund as University’s share of 
contribution interms of 'clause (i) plus the amount 
of subscription for Gratuity Fund @1/3% realised 
from the temporary employees in terms of clause 
(ii) above. 


Conditions of Payment : 

Gratuity shall be payable at the discretion of the

Nomination : 

(7) (i) Every employee eligible for the benefits of the 
gratuity scheme of the University, shall be required to sign a 
Nomination Form (in triplicate) as prescirbed by the Uni- 
versity Appendix II and send the same through the concern- 
ed Head of Department/Office for registration in the office 
of the Registrar. 

(ii) |The employee may, from time to time, add, change 
or cancel one or more nominees by written application add- 
ressed to the Registrar through the concerned Head of De- 
partment/Office.

12. In case provisions of these rules cause under 
har dship to an employee the Syndicate may on merits of 
each case relax the provision of these rules by issue of 
specific orders.

(13) The power of interpreting these rules shall 
vest in the Syndicate and the decision of the Syndicate shall 
be final.

F. 1 (466) Estt/D CE/66 dated the 22nd June, 1970 from the 
Director of Education, Rajasthan, Jaipur seeking clarifica- 
tion as to whether a teacher covered under the note (regar- 
dging non-applicability of minimum qualifications occurring 
under-Ordinance 65 of the University Hand Book Pt. II was 
eligible for promotion to a higbsr post such as headship of 
a department or principalship in an affiliated College.

(40) With reference to the Syndicate Resolution No. 
il\ dated the ll/12ih August, 1969 under which a request 
from the Medical Seceretary, Rajasthan for exempting Dr. 
tj. M. Mathur from the minimum qualifications for the 
post of Reader in Skin & V. D. was considered and it was 
decided that Dr. Mathur be allowed to hold the post of 
Reader in Skin & V. D. on a provisional basis pending 
appointment by the Slate Government of a suitable candi- 
date with requisite qualifications for the post early and (ii). 
Dr. Mathur should be required to acquire the requisite 
post-graduate qualifications in the subject in case the State 
Government intended to retain his services for a longer 
period, the Syndicate considered letter No. F. 17 (156) MPH 
67/G.R 1 dated the 12th May, 1970 from the Secretary to 
the Government of Rajasthan, Medical & Public Health 
Department, Jaipur requesing that Dr. Mathur be granted 
exemption from the minimum qualification prescribed for 
the post of Professor in Skin & V. D. on the grounds that 
(a) Skin & V. D. was a rare speciality in which no other 
doctor possessing post graduate qualifications in the speci- 
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ality was available in Rajasthan for appointment to the 
Professor’s post, (b) Dr. Mathur was not likely- to acquire’ 
the post-graduate qualification because he would attain the ‘ 
age of superannuation in July, 1972 and (c) his case was 
similar to that of Dr. M. P. Mathur, Professor of Skin & 
V. D. who had been allowed by the University to continue 
on the post of Professor in view of the fact that he possessed 
long teaching experience in the subject and was due to 
retire shortly. 

In this connection the Registrar reported that (i) Dr. 
U. M. Mathur did not possess a post-graduate degree 
recognised either by the University or the Medical Council 
of India not did he possess the requisite teaching experience 
of at least 3 years as Lecturer and 3 years as a Reader as 
required for the post of Professor, (ii) the Dean, Faculty 
of Medicine & Pharmaceutics to whom a reference was made 
reiterated the views expressed by him earlier to the effect 
that Dr. Mathur be allowed to hold the post of Reader in 
Skin & V. D. till the Government found a suitable candi- 
date with required qualifications, adding further that Dr. 
Mathur was more than 55 years of age already and his 
services had been extended so that at this age it was not 
possible to ask him to acquire further post-graduate quali- 
fications and (iii) the case of Dr. U. M. Mathur was not 
quite similar to that of Dr. M. P. Mathur in as much as 
the tatter had acquired teaching experince of about 8 years 
as Lecturer and further 8 years as Reader before he was 
appointed as Professor. 

Resolved that (i) the request be not acceded to & (ii) 
Dr- U. M. Mathur may continue as Offg. Reader in Skin 
& V D. till a suitable candidate with the requisite qualifica- 
tions for the post is appointed. 

(41) With reference to the Syndicate Resolution No. 

44 date the 1 1th April, 1970 in connection with the appli 
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cation of Gandhi Teacher’s Training College, Gulabpura for 
extension of provisional affiliation w. e. f. July, 1970, autli* 
orising the Vice-Chancellor to take such further necessary 
action in the matter as he deemed fit (including withdrawal 
of affiliation), the Registrar reported the foUowing : 

(1) The deficiencies pointed out in the Inspection 
Report were vigorously pursued with the Manage- 
ment an on receipt of a report from the President 
of the Management Committee vide his letter No. 
GTC/5227/0-71 dated the 15th June, 1970 that 
a donation ofRs. 301/- which they had charged 
from each trainee had been refunded to them, 
necessary advertisements for the va’cant teaching 
posts had been sent out to the papers and the posts 
would be filled up in the month of July, 1970 and 
the un-spent balance of the Library grants will 
be utilised during the session 1970.71, the Vice- 
Chancellor passed orders on 24th June. 1970 exten- 
ding the provisional affiliation of the college for 
two units of 60 students each for one year 1, e. 
for the B. Ed. examination of 1971 subject to the 
conditions that-(a) vacant posts of two Professors 
and four Lecturers shall be filled up by 15th July, 
1970, (b) ho donations/capitation fee or any excess 
amount whatsoever will be charged from the 
candidates directly or indirectly, (c) tuition and 
other fees will be charged strictly acconding to 
the norms laid down by the University, (d) the 
library grants will be provided and spent within 
four months and a compliance report sent to the 
University office latest by 30th September, 1970. 

(2) With a view to ensuring that no malpractices were 
adopted in making admissions, the Vice-Chancellor 
nominated S. D. O., Gulabpura as a member of 
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Ihe Selection Committee for making admissions 

to the College. 

^3) A written complaint was, however, rccei\ed by 
the Vice-Chancellor purporting to say that the 
College authourities were asking him to pay 
donation in connection with his application for 
admission to the Coliege. The Vice-Chancellor 
deputed one of the Assistant Registrars of the 
University to pay a visit to the college and see 
things for himself and report. The Assistant Regi- 
strar visited the college on 22nd July, 1970 and it 
was found that the complaint was a spurious one. 
The Assistant Registrar’s report, however, brought 
to light some other facts about which the Manage- 
ment had not sent any information to the Unive- 
rsity. These were-(a) the cash deposit of Rs. 
10,000f- which was ear-marked towards endowment 
fund had alredy been withdrawn and spent, (b) 
another sum of Rs. 35,000/- which was infixed 
deposits had also been spent so that there was 
no cash balance worth the name with the college 
and when the Secretary and the President of the 
Management were asked as to how they proposed 
to run the college during the current year it was 
told that they would immediately contact some 
business houses in Bombay, Calcutta, Madras etc. 
and raised substantial donations from them, and 
(c) except for a newly appointed Principal and 
one Professor who also joined on 9. 7. 1970, there 
was no teaching staff as the services of the teachers 
u ho were working during the last year had been 
terminated. The Assistant Registrar, was told that 
they would appoint fresh staff by the end of the 
month of July, 1970. 
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4) Since 48 admisslions had already been made by the 
Principal of the college by the time the Assistant 
Registrar had visited the colleg and the remaining 
72 seate were p^'oposed to be filled up by intervie- 
wing the candidates on 27th July, 1970, the, Vice- 
Chancellor passed orders on 25-7-1970 (which were 
telegraph! cally communicated to the college) that 
the college shall not have more than one unit of 
sixty students and the deficiency in the leaching 
staff and the finances be made good immediately 
and a compliance report submitted to the Univers- 
ity latest by 31-10-1970, 

5) The Principal of the college vide his letter No. 
GTC/70-71 /375 dated the 27th July, 1970 requested 
that the college be allowed to continue with two 
units one each of sixty students in view of the fact 
that admissions had already been completed in 
both the units, but the request of the Principal 
was, however, not accepted by the Vice-Chance 
llor, 

Resolved iliat (i) the Registrar’s report be recorded and 
(ii) the action taken by the Vice-Chancellor be confirmed. 

42) With reference to the Sydicate Rs. No. 45 dated 
the llth April, 1970 in connection with the application of 
Nehru Coolleg of Education, Hindaun City for extension of 
provisional affiliation w. e, f. July, 1970, authorising the 
Vice-Chancellor to take such further necessary action in the 
matter as he deemed fU (including withdrawal of affiliation) 
the Registrar repertc C the following : — 

1) An Inspection Committee was appointed by the 
•Vice-Chancellor to make a local enquiry and rep- 
ort. The Inspection Committee did not recommend 
extension of affiliation on the grounds that the 
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State of affairs in the college was bad in as much 
as the minimum requirements laid down by the 
Univeisity remained unfulfilled, there was no Prin- 
cipal practically for whole of the session, there was 
no Librarian, there was no P. T. I., staff position 
was fluid. Several teachers did not fulfil the mini- 
mum qualifications prescribed by the University, 
ihe position of the endowment fund was not satis- 
factory, library and games facilities were not satis- 
factorily provided, the college building was inade- 
quate, proper accounts were not maintained so 
that the possibility of charging excess amounts 
from the students could not be ruled out, the ent- 
ire show was run by the Secretary Shn Om Prakash 
who had got himself enrolled as a regular student 
also of the college and was marked present though 
he did not attend classes for which reason he had 
to be detained from appearing at the examination, 
etc. etc, 

2) As per recommendation of the Inspectors, extens- 
ion of affiliation for the session 1970-71 was not 
granted by the ViceaChancellor and the college 
was informed accordingly. A representation was 
made by the Secretary of the College which was 
rejected as it did not contain any new point dese- 
rving consideration. The teachers and other staff 
of the college also submitted a joint representation 
for sympathetic consideration in view of the fact 
they would be thrown out of employment at such 
a late stage when they would not be able to seek 
jobs elsewhere. 

3) Ultimately, the President of the Management 
Committee Shri Kanhaiya Lai Tewari vide his 
letter dated the 29th July, 1970 requested the Vice- 
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Chancellor for extending the provisional affiliati’ 
oti of the college for one year on the basis of the 
following facts and assurances given by him in hiS 
letter cited above ; — 

a) That he has appointed an Enquiry Committee 
consisting of three members including the Pri* 
ncipal of the college to go into the whole 
affairs of the college including the irregularity 
committed by the Secretary. 

b) That the Secretary, Shri Om Prakash Sharma 
has been dis-associated with the working of 
the college till the findings of the above Com- 
mittee are complete, and 

c) He has authorised the Principal to look into 
every detail of administration in consultation 
with the staff council of the college and keep 
him informed of the things. 

4) Simultaneously, the members of the staff council 
of the college including its President who is the 
Principal of the college submitted a memorandum 
dated 29lh July, 1970 assuring the Vice-Chancellor 
that — (i) they will not allow repitition of irregula- 
rities in the working of the college, (ii) no capitat- 
ion fee will be charged from the students, (c) no 
mess charges will be realised from the students 
who are not residing in the hostels, (d) they shall 
provide for all facilities required for the smooth 
teaching and will make sincere efforts to improve 
the atmosphere of the college and (e) they shall 
look after the administration of the institution 
under the consultation of the Staff Council, and 
requesting for extension of affiliation for one year 
from July, 1970. 





5) "In, view of the, above assurances from the Presid- 
ent of the Management Corhmittee and the staff 
Council of the college, the Vice-Chancellor decided 
to extend the provisional affiliation of the college 
for, the session 1970«71 subject to the following: — 

A) The assurances given to the Vice-Chancellor 
are cairied out immediately, 

^B) All the conditions of affiliation are fulfilled 
and a condition-wise and categorical complia- 
, nee report is submirted to the University late- 
st by 31st October, 1970. 

C) It is ensured that adequate teaching staff duly 
qualified according to the qualifications laid 
down by the University a duly qualified P. T 
L and a Librarian is provided imme^ iateJy 
(the teacher-pupil ratio for 2 units of 60 stud- 
ants each is 1 : 12 excluding the Principal and 
including two Professors), and 

D) The report of the three-member Enquiry com- 
mittee appointed by the President of the Coll- 
ege as mentioned in the letter is furnished to 
the University within a period of one mont i. 

Resolved that (i) The Registrar's report be recorded and 
(ii) the action taken by the Vice-Chancellor be confrmed. 

43) With reference to the Syndicate Res. No 46 dated 
the 11th April, 1970 in connection with the application of 
Jawahar Lai Nehru Teachers Training College, Kota for 
extension of provisional affiliation w. e, f. July, 1970, autho- 
rising the Vice-Chancellor to take such further necessar^'^ 
action in the matter as he deemed fit (including withdraual 
of affiliation) the Registrar reported the following ; — 
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1) The Management was asked to — (a) take immedi- 
ate steps to refund the donations reported to have 
been charged from several students indirectly thr- 
ough their relativas and acquaintances, (b) imp- 
rove the living condtions in the hostal by getting 
the building repaired and white-washed, fixing 
doers to lavatories and appointing necessary class 
IV staff for the hostel, 

21 The management reported that a press notificati- 
on had been sent Lout by them which appeared in 
Rajasthan Patrika in its issue of 23rd June,. 1970 
stating that those donors who felt that they had 
not paid the donations voluntarily and donated 
the amount under pressure in connection with the 
admission of his candidate to the B. Ed. course, 
should apply for refund of donations within a 
week It was further reported by the Management 
that necessary repairs and white-washing etc. had 
been carried out in the hostel building as desired 
by the University. 

3) The Vice-Chancellor deputed Prof. S, S. Dubey of 
Government College, Kota to pay a visit to the 
college and give a report to the University. Accor- 
dingly, Prof. Dubey visited the college and confir- 
med the statements given by the Managemant. 

4) On the basis of the above, the Vece-Chamcellor 
Vic e his orders dated 7th July, 1970 extended the 
provisional affiliation of the college for one year 
with effect from July, 1970, subject to the following 
(a) no extra amount/fees/donations etc. shall be 
charged from tne students, (b) all the remaining 
conditions of affiliation shall be carried out and a 
report of compliance submitted to the University 
by 15th September, 1970 Besides, the Vice-Chance- 
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ellor also nominated Prof. S. S. Dubey failing him 
(Mrs.) Swarnlata Agarwal of Government College, 
Kota as a member on the Selection Committee, ot 
the College for making admissions to the B. Ed. 
fclass for the session 1970-71. 

Resolved that (i) the Registrar’s report be recorded and 
(ii) the action taken by the Vice-Chancellor be confirmed. 

(44) With reference to the Syndicate Resolution l^o. 46 
dated the I6th May, 1970 revising the tuition fees 
in the light of the increase of fees suggested by 
■ the State Government in consultation with the 
Coordination Committee of the Vice-Chancellors 
of the three Universities in the State and the State 
representatives, the Registrar reported receipt of 
an order No, E. 24 (24) Edu/C/VI/68 dated the 
24th July, 1970 from the Commissioner and Secre- 
tary tp the Government of Rijasthan, Edunition 
(Cell VI) Department to the effect that in partial 
modification of the Education Department’s 
earlier order of even number dated the 23rd June, 
1970 the Governor had been pleased to order that 
no tuition fee would be charged from the girl 
students whose parents’ income was below Rs. 10, 
000/-per annum. 

Resolved that the report be recorded. 

45. The Syndicate considered the following two 
propsals of Prof. K. L. Varma, Member-Syndic-

ons would be fulfilled upto 31st October, 1970 
(vide his letter No. 1007 dated 1st August, 1970). 

(2) On the basis of the above, the Vice-Chancellor 
Committee passed orders on the 4th August, 1970 
(the Vice-Chancellor being noi in station) granting 
provisional affiliation to the proposed Maharao 
Shekhaji Shiksha Mahavidyalaya, Jaipur for B. Ed. 
standard (for one unit only not exceeding 60 
students) for one year i. e. for the session 1970-71 
only, subject to the following: — 

(i) Admission of students shall de completed latest by 
7th August, 1970. 

(ii) Shiksha Shastri College and its attached hostel is 
shifted to some other place latest by 31st Oct., 
197t) and compliance report made to the University 
soon there - after 

(iii) The minimum requirements laid down by the 
University for one unit of sixty students for B. Ed 
standard and the remaining construction work 
shall be completed a report submitted to the Uni- 
versity by 31st Oct., 1970. 

(iv) The college shall charge tuition and other fees 
according to the norms laid down by the Univers- 
ity and shall not charge in any from whatsoever 
directly or indirectly any excess amount/ capitat- 
ion fee/ donations from the students. 

(v) Women students shall not be lodged in the same 
hostel as is meant for men students. 

(vi) The college shall be re inspected by the Inspectors 
appointed by the University for the purpose after 
31st October, 1970. 
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Resolved that (i) the Registrar’s report be recorded and 
(ii) the action taken by the Vice-chancellor committee be 
confirmed. 

(47) With reference to the Syndicate Resolution No. 
40 dated the 16th May, 1970, the Registrar reported that 
(i) as desired, another meeting of the Committe (appointed 
vide Syndicate Res. No. 47 dated 1/2 nd May, 1969 for 
examining the report of the work study team in respsct of 
the University Central Office) was convened on 17th July, 
1970 under the chairmanship of the Vice-chancellor (ii) the 
report of the committee dated I9th Jan 1970 togather with 
the proposals of the office in respect of the minimum staff 
requirements were thoroughly discussed and (iii) final 
recommendations were contained in a note duly approved 
by the Vice-chancellor. 

Resolved that consideration of the recommendations 
of the Committee together with the note cited above be 
postponed. 

(48) The Syndicate considered a letter dated the 5th 
August. 1970 from Shri D. C. Swami regarding the problem 
of admission of students to different faculties in the Univer- 
sity and the suggestions offered by him to solve the problem 
Vi 2 ., (a) the admission (b) the strength of sections be 
increased from 60 to 100 in each faculty, (c) the students 
be permitted to appear privately in the examinations of the 
Faculty of Arts and (b) the hostel facilities be increased 
commensurate with the growing number of students. 

Tn this connection the Vice-Chancellor apprised the 
Syndicate of the actual position by giving facts and figures 
of admis.sions made and number of students who could not 
be admitted (though eligible), which revealed that the 
problem was not quite as serious as had been made out 
(ii) the raising of the strength of a section from 60 to 100 
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was not feasible for obvious considerations of space, etc, 
(iii) the question of allowing candidates to aspear at the 
various examinations of the University as private candidates 
was already in his mind and was going before the Academic 
Council for consideration at its emergent meeting sche- 
duled to be held on the 20th August, 1970, and (iv) Univer- 
sity had already decided to construct one more men’s 
hostel during the Fourth Plan period, and added that the 
University was quite alive to the needs of the students and 
was taking energetic steps in that behalf. 

Resohed that in view of the information given by the 
Vice Chancellor the matter called for no further action.

The case of Mrs. Pathak is governed by the provisions 
of Rule 4, Sub clause (ii) of the University Hand-Book 
Part-II, p. 709 Since Mrs. Pathak completed five years 
service in the University, she was eligible to the grant of 
lien on the post held Ijy her in the University for a period 
of one year. Under the Said Rule, the teacher would deemed 
to be on leave and during this period she would not be 
entitled to any salary. 

This is an extra privilege which has been granted to 
the teachers v»ho have rendered 5 years service or more to 
ihc University This ‘privilege can not be claimed as a 
matter of right and the matter lies within the discretion of 
the University. It is expected that unless there are special 
cjrcumstances, the discretion would normally by exercised 
in favour of the teacher poheerned The University having 
olice exercired that discretion is bound by it. 

It was at Mrs. Palhak's discretion whether to join 
the Uni\ersiiy service or not after the expiry of one year’s 
lipn. Her services could automatically come to end after the 
expiry the j^aid period, and ro notice under such circums- 
ta'nces is lequired to be given by cither side On the expiry 
oPdnc ye'ar’s period, bf Hen, either she reverts back to. her 
original post or else would lose all ’the privileges which arc 
avilable to the permanent employees of the University, Thus 
the interpretation.put by’Office is not correct and no notice 
is necessary from the side of Mrs. Pathak.

Note of Dissent : Dr. Om Parkash, University Professor and 
Dean of the Faculty of Commerce, dissented form the sche- 
mes suggested for the M. Com. Examination in various Gro- 
ups. These schemes, in his view, treat the Faculty of Comm- 
erce as a single department and run counter to the decision 
of various University bodies to have three Departments (in 
terms of the circular dated 6th June, 1969) Dr. Om Prakash 
was strongly opposed to the idea of creating a built-in depe- 
ndence of one Department on other Department (s) with 
regard to post-graduate course. In his view, under the exis- 
ting set-up of the University of Rajasthan, a Post-graduate 
Teaehing Department could not academically justify its exi 
ttence unless it was able to offer an independent course for 
Master’s Degree (s). Each Department must accept full aca- 
demic responsibility for a particular set of students who are 
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admitted to the post-graduate Courses in that Department. 
Any scheme which is opposed to this fundamental Pre-requ- 
isite would be academically unsound and administratively 
unworkable. If such a scheme isimposeed on any post-grad- 
uate teaching department against sound canons and healthy 
traditions of academic autouomy, it might mean not only an 
act of great in Justice to that discipline (prejudicial to its 
healthy growth) but also an era of perpetual strife much to 
the detaiment of the student community. The so-called 
interdisciplinary approach can be based only on voluntary 
cooperation between various post-graduate teaching depart- 
ments and not on the strait-jacket schemes of M. Com. exa- 
mination suggested in Para 6 of the minutes of this mee- 
ting.

(1 1) The Council considered the following two propos- 
als of Dr. R. G. Sarien, Head of the Department of Business

(i) The failures of Third Year Examination of 1970 
be given one more chance according to 1970 sch- 
eme and be allowed to sit for the Examination in 
1971 according to the same schemes.

(ii) Representation of the Final M. B. B. S. students 
of Sardar Patel Medical College, Bikaner forwar- 
ded by the' Principal, vide his endt. No. 10583 
dated 22.7.70, -requesting that there should be 
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four examinations for the "Pinal M, B. B. S. in a 
year-in December, March, June arid’ September, 
(iii) Representetion dated 2.9.70 of the ‘Vice- Pr'eSident 
and General Secretary of the^R. N. T. Medical 
College Student Council, UdaipurJ saying' that 
they did not agree with the request for abolition 
of internal assessment system. ^ ' 

After full deliberations, the Faculty made the follow- 
ing recommendations on the aforesaid request of the 
students : — ’ - 


I. The request No. 1 regarding four examinations in 
a year for Final M. B; B, S. be not accepted and 
status-quo be maintained for the following' reaso- 
ns expressed by the Faculty ; — 

(a) The University conducted two examinations 
for the Final M. B. B. S, in the months of 
March-April and October before the Nation- 
al emergency was declared. 'It was* only dur- 
i ig the National emergency that it was deci- 
ded to hold three examination in a year for 
the Final M. B. B. S examination vide Facu- 
lty Resolution No 6 dated Marches. 1963, 
The three examinations were started during 
the montlis of April, June and October from 
1963. At the time of National emergency 
in the country it was necessary' to produce 
more doctors, particulary foV recruitment in 
the Army This University', therefore and 
several other Universities, started holding 
three examinations in a year. This procedure, 
although was adopted to meet the emergency, 
affected' toTea’chihg programme ahd efficiency 
and the standard of examinations. Therefore, 
when* the’ conditions ’ arising' ' out ‘ of the 
National emergency Tniproved, the Faculty 
decided vide its Res. No. 3 (ii) dated March 
9, 1966 that the Students joining the M. B. 

, B. S. course with effect from' the session 
beginning from July 1966 will have two exa- 
minations for the final M. B^B. S'-one in 
the first week of December 1970 and another 
in the first' week ^ of May 1971 and the 
same schedule should be followed in the 
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subsequent academic sessions. The Secretary 
of Medical Council of India vide his letter 
No, MCLl3(3)/67— Med-/ 11206 dated Septe- 
mber 30, 1967 also intimated that the National 
emergency was. oyer and the Universities 
may revert to the bi-annual examinations for 
the M- B, B. S. degree. Accordingly, almost 
all Universities in India have reverted to the 
system of two examinations for the M, B. 
B S degree, 

(b) The members of the Faculty clearly expressed 
the %iew that multiplicity of examinations i 
a year adversely affects the entire teaching 
programme and the standards. 

(c) The Uni\ersiry makes rules and reguJatious 
in order to help in maintaining proper 
standard of teaching and examinations. More 
than two examinations in a year do not leave 
a reasonable time for a student to make up 
the deficiencies. 

(d) Appointments to house jobs are usua ly made 
in January and July so that even if a student 
passes the .Final M. B. B. S examination 
during the interim period, he has to wait fi r 
the house-job. 

(e) More than 2 examinations are not provided 
in any other Faculty of the University of 

• Rajasthan. 

II. The request No. 2 regarding specific division of 
course^ be accepted and the Board of Studies in 
Medicine be asked to give speciiic division of the 
subjects-paper-wise wherever more than one paper 
is provided in the M. B, B. S. courses.

Recovimeiided further that <i) such a divisirn of 
syllabus for papers be done for all the M. B. B S. 
examinations to be held in future i. e. to say for 
December 1970 and onw'ards, and (ii) the Vice —

In this connection the Council also considered (i) 
a letter No. 1656 dated 12.9.70 from Prof, Daya Krishna 
(ii) Note of dissent of Dr. Om Prakash, (iii) letters No. 
1105/MB dated 19.9.70 and No. 1124/MD dated 22nd 
September. 70 from Dr. G. C. Patni and (iv) letter No. 956/ 
70-71 dated 22 9.1970 from Shri U. S. Gour-Members of the 
Committee {Vide Appendices II to VI). 


After discussing the report of the Committee at 
length and after considering all the pros and cons of the 
question the Council unanimously’rem/vcrf to recommed th&t in 
view of a number of unfilled seats in post-graduate classes 
in various Colleges affiliated to the University and a numb- 
er of graduate-applicants having been unable to fill them as 
per the conditions laid down in paragraph 1 of Ordinances 
Nos. 21 1, 234 and 248 (in respect of admissions to M. A., 
M. Sc. and M. Com, examinations) of the University Hand 
Book, Part II, prescribing the minimum percentage of marks 
for admission to a post-graduate class, (i) the condition 
regarding minimum percentage of marks to be obtained 
by a candidate at the qualifying examination be relaxed for 
the academic session 1970-71, (ii) such students as are benef- 
ited by this relaxation be allowed admission upto such date 
as may be fixed by the University taking into consideration 
the factor that the institutions will remain closed on accou- 
nt of Dusehra break from 1st to 16th October, 1970, and 
(iii) the attendance of such candidates be counted from the 
date of admission. 

(2) The Council considered the recommendations of 
the Faculty of Medicine and Pha'rm. made at its emergency 
meeting held on 4.9.70 {Vide Appendix VII) 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendations of 
the Faculty be accepted and R-24A as rewarded by the 
Faculty vide its Resolution No. 1 — V be given effect to from 
the M. B., B. S. examinations of December, 1970.

3. With reference to its Res. No. 27 dated 21.4.70 
approving of the introduction of a new Ordinance 157 (A) 
regarding the le-checking/re-examination of answer-books, 
the_ Registrar reported that 

(i) the decision had been implemented with effect 
from the examinations of 1970. As a result, 
501 applications had been recehed so far for 
the re-examination of results and 

(ii) cases of about 300 candidates had been dispo- 
sed of so far and in some cases the division of 

^ candidates had improved, failures had passed or 
they had been declared eligible for supplement- 
ary examination. 


In this connection the Council considered the ques- 
tion of admission to a higher class in the case of candidates 
who had been declared as passed as a result of re-examinat- 
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ion anti the question of holding another supplementary exami- 
nation for those who had been declared eligible for the same. 

Resolved to recommend that ( i ) candidates who, as a 
result of re-examination of their answer-books, have been 
declared passed or their division improved or declared 
eligible for the supplementary examination be allowed admis- 
sion to the next higher class, if otherwise ehigible, and their 
attendance be counted from the date of admission, (ii) a 
communication be addressed to each such candidate informing 
him/her that he/she may seek admission to the next higher 
class within 5 days of the date of receipt of the communication 
and the Heads of the Institutions be informed accordingly 
(iii)^ candidates who are declared eligible for Supplementary 
examination be allowed to take rhe examination in the failing 
subject at the next main examination along with the exami- 
nation for the next higher class if they join the same and (iv) 
further promotion to the next higher class shall be not allowed 
unless they have cleared the failing subject of the supplementary 
examination. 

4. With reference to its Resolution No. 12 dated the 
20th August, 1970, approving Res. No. 7 dated I8/I9th August 
1970 of the Faculty of Commerce and the draft amendments 
to the relevant Ordinances and Regulations of the University 
Hand Book Part II suggested by the Dean as per authority 
given to him by the Faculty, the Council considered further 
amendments to Ordinances 47, 65 and 141 B of the University 
Hand Book, Pt. II as suggested by the Dean, Faculty of 
Commerce ( vide appendix v/7/). 

Resolved to recommend that the aforesaid amendments 
to Ordinances as suggested by the Dean be approved. 

5. With reference to Syndicate Resolution No. 12 dated 
the 16th May, 1970 the Council considered the following pro- 
posal of Professor K.L. Varma, Member Syndicate, is contained 
in his letter No. Y 3 dated the 25th April, 1970 and observed 

* that no action was necessary in view of the amendments to 
ordinances recommended vide forgoing resolution No. 4.

“The academic council may be requested to propose for 
consideration of the Syndicate, an amendment to 0.141-B 
consistent with its, recommendation, lately made for 
three Departments in the Faculty of Commerce of the 
University so as to avoid un-necessary complications that 
may arise in its absence. 

Most of the teachers, it may be pointed out, are not 
qualified according to the present Ordinances for the 
three departments (not branches of Commerce) of the 
Faculty of Commerce of the University of Rajasthan.” 

6. The Council considered letter No. nil dated 25th 
September, 1969 from the Dean, Faculty of Ayurveda suggesting 
that Ordinance 329 N 9 as amended by the Board of Studies 
in Ayurveda vide its Resolution No. 3 dated 5th September, 
1969 approved by the Faculty of Ayurved vide its Resolution 
No. 2 dated the 6th December, 1969, and subsequently passed 
by the Academic Council and the Syndicate be made appli- 
cable with effect from the Second Ayurvedacharya Exami- 
nation of June, 1970. 

Resolved to recommend that the aforesaid suggestion of 
the Dean be accepted. 

7. The Registrar reported receipt of the following 
proposal from Prof. Daya Krishna, Convener, Examination 
Reforms Committee vide his letter No. nil dated 24th Septem- 
ber, 1970. 

“The Academic Council may consider the recommen- 
dation of the Examination Reforms Committee with 
respect to the scheme A of the Alternative Schemes of 
Examination to be permitted by the University. 

The scheme A envisages full internal assessment and 
examination 

In the first stage, the option for this scheme is proposed 
to be confined only at Post-graduate level. 

The option, however, cannot be exercised unilaterally, 
rather, it is envisaged that the Unit desirous of exer- 
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cising the option shall send a detailed proposal including 
the courses of study the nature of examination or 
examinations to be conducted, the methods of teaching 
etc. for consideration and approval of the Academic 
Council. The unit shall exercise the option only after 
the proposals presented by it have been approved by the 
Academic Council. It is also proposed that there shall 
be a periodic review of the working of the scheme and 
in case it is found unsatisfactory, the permission for the 
option may be revoked by the University. 

In case the Academic Council accepts the optional scheme 
in principle, it may consider the setting upto a committee 
which may consider in detail the administrative and 
academic aspects involved in the question.” 

Resolved that consideration of the aforesaid proposal be 
postponed to the next meeting of the Council and mean-while 
the members of the Council may study the proposal and send 
their comments, if any, on the same, to the Convener direct. 

Arising out of the above, the council approved the 
suggestion of the Vice-Chancellor that the Examination 
Reforms Committee be treated as a Standing Committee. 

8. The Dean, Faculty of Medicine and Pharm., explai- 
ned to the Council the circumstances under which admissions 
in the affiliated medical colleges in the M.B., B.S. could not 
be completed by the 7th August, 1970 because of all the 
applications for the scrutiny of results of the last P.M.T. 
Examination having not been disposed of till then, and that 
certain nominees of the J & K Government were expected to 
join shortly as the nominations had been made by the Jammu 
and Kashmir Government on reciprocal basis quite late. 

Resolved to recommend that the last date for admission 
to the Medieal Colleges affiliated to University be treated to 
have been extended, as a special case, upto 20th August, 1970 
for the session 1970-71 and (ii; the nominees of the J & K 
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Government be admitted to the Medical Colleges, when they 
come.

Note : — Dr. R.G. Sarien and Dr. P.N. Mathur could not 
attend the first and second meeting respectively. 

Prof. G.S. Sharma, Prof. Raj 
Krishna, Dr. P.N. Mathur and Shri U. S. Gour 
could not attend the 3rd meeting. 

The Committee held three sittings on 29th August, 6th 
September and 10th September, 1970. The first meeting 
revealed extremely divergent views on the subject. It dispersed 
after giving to the office a list of items on which facts and 
figures should be collected. In the second meeting extreme 
views were again repeated and at one time it was thought that 
there would be two different reports submitted by the same 
Committee. Later after a full confrontation of ideas, some 
consensus emerged out. A drafting sub-committee was formed, 
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so that in the third meeting, the report incorporating the 
common points of agreement may be endorsed. In board terms 
the consensus may be stated as follows : 

L The Committee recognizes that higher education is 
regarded as a means of social upliftment and self-improvement. 
So increasing opportunities for higher education should be 
provided for those who are eager to avail of them by the Uni- 
versities in India. 

2 In evaluating the academic accesses to higher edu- 
cation, the Committee could arrange them in following order 
of priority : 

( i ) Regular institutional instructions during day. 

( ii ) Evening colleges. 

( iii ) Correspondence Courses with other accessories 
of contact classes and radio lessons etc. 

( iv ) Adding to the, already existing categories of 
candidates permitted to appear as private candi- 
dates on certain rational grounds i.e. graduates 
of the University and those who are gainfully 
employed. 

( V ) Allowing all candidates who have passed the 
qualifying examinations to appear as private 
candidates. 

3. In further discussion, the. Committee felt that the 
awareness of the need for higher education among the student 
should be assessed properly. It is a necessary preliminary to 
the crucial decision which the University may take in this 
regard. It is proposed that for an identification of the need, 
a survey be conducted to cover the intending candidates. This 
may be utilised for knowing their professional needs also. 
This will enable the University in estimating the actual 
strength of the need and adopting the means accordingly. We 
may modify our courses or open new job — oriented courses to 
meet their needs. The Departments of the University may 
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open one or more such diversified diploma courses to suit the 
modern needs. 

3 (a). After realising the need for such a survey, the 
Committee thought that it should be taken under the joint 
collaboration of the Departments of Adult Education. Eco- 
nomics, Statistics and Sociology. The University should 
provide funds (a very rough estimate could be Rs. 10.000/-) 
for the purpose, keeping in view that it would be pioneering 
precedent before we embark on any new scheme.

I am sending herewith a copy of an alternative draft of 
the report of the Academic Council Committee for Private 
Candidates. This draft could not be considered by the 
Committee at its final meeting because of certain strong objec- 
tions by one of the members present. The official report, 
therefore, was fully accepted even though it was drafted 
differently. However, it is not substajntally different from 
this draft as can be seen from a comparative perusal of both. 

The reason for my sending this draft- under the circum- 
stances, is only because under Sec. 7, it spells out in greater 
detail the proposal to meet the student’s demand this year 
itself. The suggestion is that an Evening College be started 
by the University from October, giving admissiosion to only 
those students who have passed their B.A. this year. This 
facility to candidates is being given this year because there is 
already a discrepency between the minimum marks required 
for appearing at the higher examination for private candidates 
and those who have been admitted for regular courses. This 
would also give us an opportunity to find out the exact number 
of students who would like to seek admission in the Evening 
College for higher courses. There should, however, be a 
proviso that unless the number of students seeking admission 
is 100, the courses will not be started. Also, the courses in 
the Evening College may be run only in certain subjects where 
the departments are both willing and able to do so. 

You may seriously consider the proposal in base an 
urgent necessity is felt for doing something for the students 
who could not get admission due to the restriction of percen- 
tage of marks required for admission this year.

Committee to consider item no. 7 of the Agenda of 
Academic Council dated 20th Augst; 1970 (Private candidates). 
Note of dissent by Dr. Om Parkash as per deliberations dated 
10th September, 1970. 

Having indicated a certain order of priorities regarding 
accesses to higher education, and having advocated the exten- 
sion of facilites for post-graduate studies. It is not open to 
the Commitie to suggest ( in the last paragraph of the report 
which is self-contradictory) that the admission of private 
candidates to examination for Master’s Degrees should wait 
until after this had been done at the level of Bachelor’s Degreei*. 
In fact, the following points go to indicate that the case for 
permitting candidates for Master’s Degrees (in particular of the 
graduates of this University) to appear privately is much 
stronger ; — 

(1) Generally speaking, candidates for Master’s Degrees 
can be expected to have acquired a much higher 
degree of maturity and capacity for self-study than 
candidates for Bachelor’s Degrees. 

(2) There is a greater chance for a person to succeed in 
self-study in one subject of his interest chosen for 
the Master’s Degree than in a variety of subjects 
which one has to offer for the Bachelor’s Degree. 

(3) Usually the courses of study for Bachelor’s Degree, 
extend over three years (some 20 papers spread over 
three examinations) as against the usual two years 
(some 8 papers spread over two examinations) in 
case of Master’s Degrees Considered in the light 
of examination i^esults, it would go to suggest that 
self-study at the post-graduate level is a more feasi- 
ble proposition. 

(4) The University has a special responsibility towards 
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its own graduates. Instances of well-known centres 
of learning can be quoted to indicate that a Candi- 
date passing the B.A. (Hons.) Examination gets 
entitled to receive the M.A. degree of the same 
University after a lapse of certain time. 

(5) For the Bachelor’s Degrees certain.facilities already 
exist in the form of Correspondence Courses. In fact, 
this year University is running an Institute of Cerres- 
pondence Studies for the last two years. At the 
moment, this Institute is offering facilities for the 
Three Year Degree Course in the Faculty of Com- 
merce (B. Com. Examination). As such, according 
to the Committee’s own order of priorities, there is 
no point in permitting candidates to appear at the 
B.Com. Examination privately. For the B.A. Degree, 
facilities with regard to correspodence education 
have been provided, on at, all-India basis, by the 
University of Delhi (and now certain other Univer- 
sities are also in the field). If these facilities of 
instruction through correspondence for Bachelor’s 
Degree (other than B. Com.) provided by other 
Universities are deemed inadequate, the Institute of 
Correspondence Studies in this University can 
extend the scope of its activities to B.A./B.Sc. 
Degrees. 

(6) Correspondence instruction for the Master’s Degrees 
is likely to be a very costly and diflacult proposition 

It is therefore suggested that the area of eligibility in 
respect of private candidates be widened by permitting the 
graduatey of this University to appear privately at the exami- 
nation for Master’s Degrees,

Extract from letter No. 1 105/MD dated 19.9.70 from 
Dr. G.C. Patni, Dean of University Studies in Science, Jaipur. 

While agreeing with most of the recommendations of 
the Committee which could be arrived at after a long discus- 
sion. I feel that the order given in para 2 of the report is very 
reasonable. But I doubt whether under the present circums- 
tances, the University would be able to take the matter of 
starting evening colleges and/or correspondence courses. I 
wish it could be done. But if it is not possible, then I would 
strongly urge upon the University to consider point No. 2 (iv) 
very seriously. I am also of the opinion that the facility to 
the students to appear privately should be given for all the 
examinations and for all the subjects wherever it is possible. 
But to begin with it would be desirable that the change be 
affected with the Post-graduate level in those subjects only 
where no practicals are required. 

I therefore request you to place my these views before 
the Academic Council.

Extract from letter No. 956/70-71 dated the 22nd 
September, 1970 from Shri U.S. Gour, a member of the Com- 
mittee on Private candidates. 

1. Even in the emergency-meeting of the Academic 
Council held on Aug 20, the debate could not 
throw up any point strong enough to sustain the 
plea that admission of private candidates to the 
M.A. Examination would damage the Academic 
standard of the Course. It is very much open to 
question that a mixed lot of scripts of both regular 
and private students makes any appreciable impact 
on the general standard of marking Even to-day we 
have scripts of students from institutions of varying 
levels of academic efficiency and the examiners are 
called upon to evaluate the performance of all those 
in the mixed lot. Even if only a few institutions are 
permitted to run post-graduate courses, there is 
bound to be a clustar of tail enders in the total 
group, who according to the theory advanced, would 
seriously hinder correct evaluation. This would be 
spinning the thread loo fine. The inevitability of 
some slight repurcussion on the standard of evalua- 
tion because of the variations in the levels of attain- 
ments of candidates, has to be lived with as a fact 
which can not be eliminated. May I also submit that 
not all those who might privately appear will present 
a drastic contrast to all those sent up as regular 
student either from the University departments or 
from the affiliated colleges. 

2. Coming to the question of need, I beg to submit 
that expansion of education at a lower level is nat- 
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urally bound to create the need at the levels above. 
More primary schools brought in more secondary 
schools, which in their turn compelled attention 
towards fulfilment of the aspirations for higher.

5. A candidate holding the M. B. A. degree will be 
deemed to possess the M.Com. degree in the subject 
concerned for the Department of Business Adminis- 
tration provided he had earlier Commerce or 
Economics.

Section 

2. The Syndicate considered the request of Mrs.Kalawati 
Prakash, University Lecturer in Hindi, duly recommended by 
the Director, Maharani's College, and the Head of the Univer- 
sity Department of Hindi, for granting one year's study leave 
on full pay w.e.f. 1.9.1970 so as to enable her to complete her 
research work for the Ph.D. Degree of the University. 

Resolved that study leave on full pay be granted to Mrs. 
Kalawati Prakash from 17th October, 1970 to 6th May, 1971 
with permission to prefix and suffix the Dashehra Break and 
the Summer vacation, respectively for the purpose subject to 
the usual conditions. 

3. The Syndicate considered the request of Dr. C. M, 
Kachhawa, University Lecturer in Physics, duly recommended 
by the Head of the University Department of Physics and the 
Dean, University Studies in Science for granting study leave 
for one year w. e. f. 1st Octobej, 1970 so as to enable him to 
work on a research programme in Hokkaido University, Japan 
under Prof. Toya, for which he had been awarded a grant inaid 
of 72000 yens per month. 

Resolved that study leave on half pay for one year w.e.f. 
1.10.1970 be granted to Dr. Kachhawa, subject to usual condi- 
tions. 

4. The Syndicate considered the recommendations of the 
Development Committee (appointed vide Syndicate Res. No. 10 
dated 27.9.1969) made at its meeting held on the 13th August, 
1970 {vide Appendix-I). 

In this connection the Registrar reported the orders 
dated 7.7.1970 of the Vice-Chancellor appointing Prof. Daya 
Krishna as a member of the aforesaid Committee. 
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Resolved that (i) the recommendations of the Develop- 
ment Committee be approved and (ii) the orders of the Vice- 
Chancellor referred to above be confirmed. 

5. With reference to the Syndicate Resolution No. 7 
dated the 4th July, 1970 rejecting the request of Shri P, 
Krishnan, University Lecturer in Statistics for extension of 
leave without pay from 23rd August, 1970 to January, 1971, 
the Registrar reported that : 

( 1 ) The decision of the Syndicate was communica- 
ted to Shri Krishnan on 10th July, 1970 asking 
him to resume his duties positively on 23rd 
August, 1970 but he neither resumed his duties 
nor sent any intimation. 

( ii) While asking for extension of leave Shri 
Krishnan had also mentioned in his letter dated 
4th June, 1970 that in the event of his request 
for extension^ of leave being not accepted, the 
same be treated as his letter of resignation. 

(iii) Shri Krishnan was under a bond to serve the 
University for a period of 3 years on his return 
and in default to pay to the University the 
amount which he had already drawn during the 
period of study leave on half pay for two years 
w.e.f. 23.8.1967 to 22.8.1969 together with 6% 
interest thereon, 

(iv) He was also required to give 3 months notice 
pay as the notice of resignation could not be 
brought into operation during the period of 
leave, vide 0.381 of the University Hand Book 
Pt. II. 

Resolved that Shri Krishnan be treated to have ceased 
from University service w.e.f. 23.8.1970 and he be called upon 
to pay to the University the amount drawn by him during the 
period of Study Leave together with interest thereon in 
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terms of the bond executed by him as well as three months' 
notice pay. 

Arising out of the above, the Syndicate desired that the 
existing form of bond be shown to Shri D.C. Swami and if 
there were any legel informities the same be got removed. 

6. The Syndicate considered a request of Shn S. R. Baj, 
Lecturer University, School of Law, as contained in his letter 
dated the 7th September, 1970 duly forwarded by the Director 
of the School for providing a travel grant of Rs. 3,393/- to 
cover his return journey air-fare for attending a seminar on 
‘^Problems of constitutional Change-The American Experi- 
ence*' to be held at Manila some time in the last week of 
November or first week of December, 1970. 

Resolved that a grant equal to 50% of the return air fare 
by economy class be sanctioned to Shri Baj out of the ‘Un- 
assigned grant' of the University Grants Commission, provi- 
ded that Shri Baj presents a paper in the Seminar and he is 
able to meet the remaining expenditure himself.

ved by the Vice-Chancellor vide Appendices V and VL 

Resolved that (i) final recommendations as given in the 
note cited above be approved, (li) the ‘Hand Book of oflSce 
procedure' as referred to under para-3 (I) of the note and 
other recommendations of the Saxena Committee not covered 
in the Hand Book be adopted and implemented and (iii) the 
financial implications of the additional staff thus sanctioned 
be referred to the Finance Committee. 

21. With reference to Syndicate Resolution No. 17 dated 
1st February 1966 nominating Dr. R.C. Mehrotra, University 
Professor of Chemistry as the representative of the University 
in the Malaviya Regional Engineering College Society, Jaipur 
under Rule No. 2 (v) of the RuIeA- of the aforesad Society, the 
Syndicate considered Letter No. 3 M) Gen/MREC/64 dated 
30-7-1970 from the Principal, Malaviya Regional Engineering 
College, Jaipur requesting for nomination of a University 
Representative on the M.R.E.C. Society, Jaipur vice Dr. R.C, 
Mehrotra, whose tenure of nomination expires on 28th Feb- 
ruary, 1971 and stating for information of the University that 
according to Rule No. 3(4) of the Society every member ceas- 
ed to be a member of the Society on the expiry of 5 years 
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from the date of his appointment or nomination, but was eli- 
gible for re-nomination. 

Resolved that Professor R, C. Mehrotra be re-nominated 
as a University representative on the Malaviya Regional Engi- 
neering College Society. 

22. With reference to Syndicate Resolution No, 32 dated 
16th May, 1970 approving, interalia, the recommendation No. 
22 dated 20th April, 1970 of the Board of Inspection, to the 
effect the Cash~deposits towards endowment fund of a non-

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In this connection it was reported that (i) the deficiency

In this connection it was reported that a proposal of the 
Principal for financial assistance of Rs. 4,000/-for holding the 
said conference had already been forwarded by the Univer- 
sity to the University Grants Commission.

(1) He had received a D. O. letter dated the 6th 
July, 1970 from the Education iSecretary infor- 
ming him tliaf on account of pressing demand 
of the public, the Cabinet in an emergency 
meeting had decided to start M. Ed. classes m 
Government T. T. College, Bikaner and LL. M. 
classes in Dungar College, Bikaner and reques- 
ted for provisional affiliation of the same. Sub- 
sequenti}', formal application' for affiliation of 
Dungar College, Bikaner for LL.M. classes was 
received from the Director of Education, but no 
such application for M. Ed. classes at Govern- 
ment T.T.CoIlege, Bikaner was received. 
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(2) Serveral applications for fresh affiliations of 
the various Government ^Colleges had also been 
received from the Director of Education in the 
months of June and July, 1970, long after the 
last date for receipt of such applications i. e. 
31st March, 1970 in special cases, vide Statute 
37 (1) of the University Hand Book Part 11. 

(3) He discussed the matter with the Director of 
Education and the Jt, Director of Education 
and it was agreed that — (a) provisional 
permission to start classes in such cases 
where fresh affiliation was sought for degree 
and/or post-graduate courses in the Faculties 
of Arts & Commerce and Pre-University Science 
classes be released pending formalities of inspe- 
ction, (b) applications of four Government 
Colleges (at Pratapgarh, Jalore, Dausa and Sar- 
darsbahr) for starting degree courses in the 
Faculty of Science be not entertained for the 
current academic session for the obvious reason 
that even if the Government sanctioned funds 
for purchase of equipment etc. it would not be 
feasible to procure equipment and set-up labo- 
ratories so soon, (c) the University would appo- 
int immediately an Inspection Committee to 
make a local enquiry and report on the applica- 
tion of fhe Dungsr College, Bikaner for LL.M. 
classes, and the question of granting affiliation 
could be decided in the light of the Inspection 
Committee's report and (d) a few late applica- 
tions from non-Govt. affiliated colleges be also 
treated similarly, 

(4) A single-member Inspection Committee visited 
theDunger College, Bikaner and submitted its 
report on 20th July, 1970 with the recommen- 
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dation that afSliation for LL.M. classes be not 
granted to the college. The report of the Ins- 
pection Committee was accepted and the Dire- 
ctor of Education informed accordingly vide 
this office letter No. 39555 dated 25th July, 
1970. According to the Inspection Committee 
neither there was any need for starting LL. M. 
classes at Bikaner judged in terms of the absor- 
ption of those who pass LL.M. examination as 
also the number and calibre of the students at 
the LL.B. level capable of benefitting by LL.M. 
teaching, nor was the proposal academically 
justified in view of the facts that-(a) the college 
had not been able to appoint even one whole- 
time teacher as Head of the Department for 
LL.B. classes and failed to secure permanent 
affiliation for LL. B. standard because of the 
non-fulfilment of the conditions laid down by 
the University, (b) for teaching LL.M. classes 
highly qualified whole-time teachers for each 
specialisation with Ph. D. or LL. M. and some 
years experience of teaching those classes were 
required and (c) the library of the inadequate 
even for LL.B. teaching. 

The Director of Education who is a member of the Syn- 
dicate and was present in the meeting, on being asked by the 
Vice-Chancellor, apprised the Syndicate that since there was 
a pressing demand from the public, the aforesaid classes (viz., 
T. D, C. Sc. classes at Government College, Pratapgarh and 
Jalore and LL. M. and M. Ed. classes at Dungar College, 
Bikaner and Government T. T. College, Bikaner respectively) 
had already been started with effect from July, 1970. He fur- 
ther informed the Syndicate that the State Government had 
already sanctioned necessary funds and the necessary require- 
ments of the University were being fulfilled. 
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Resolved that in view of the assurance given by the 
Director of Education that necessary conditions for the vari- 
ous courses of study referred to above were being fulfilled 
and that most of them had already been fulfilled, the Vice- 
Chancellor be authorised to appoint, as early as possible, an 
Inspection Committee in each case and to take further neces- 
sary action in the light of the reports of the Inspection Com- 
mittees. 

Resolved further that since late receipt of applications 
for fresh affiliation of the Government Colleges presented a 
problem almost every year, a Committee consisting of the 
following members be appointed to look into the matter and 
suggest ways to deal with the situation :

Note for the meeting of the Development Committee 
be held on 25th Juiy> 1970. 

The plan allocation approved by the University Grants 
Commission on the recommendation of the Visiting Commi- 
ttee for the period 1966-71 was Rs. 84,47 lacs but keeping in 
view the funds that were likely to be available to it from the 
Central Government, the UGC put a ceiling of 70%. This 
ceiling was later removed and the full allocation of Rs. 84.47 
lacs restored in July 1969 when the relevant period was also 
extended upto l973-'74 (instead of 1970-71), The University 
was then asked to propose further schemes which it wanted 
to implement within the said allocation of Rs. 84/47 Jacs, The 
Development Committee a met on 4.1 1.69 and 18.11.1969 and 
made certain recommendations as per details given in its mi- 
nutes dated 18.11,69 {Appendix-l). These recommendation 
were endorsed by the Syndicate with one modification that an 
additional allocation of Rs. 1,000/ — be made for purchasing 
a calculating machine for the Economics Department. After 
that the UGC was approached for according its approval to 
the atlocations/schemes recommended by the Committee and 
endorsed by the Syndicate. It may be brought to the notice 
of the Committee that the U.G.C. has approved all the propo- 
sals except the following three vide its letter No. F,9-l{50)/ 
67(CD) dated the 20th May, 1970.

Note : — According to the present estimates, 
the balance available out of the total 
Fourth Plan allocation after deduc- 
ting the estimated expenditure of the 
schemes inculded within the 70% 
allocation is Rs. 19.46 lacs. The 
construction of the Teachers’ Hostel 
would therefore, depend upon the 
UGC approval for raising the plan 
allocation or Savings being there on 
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other items. Approval of the State 
Govt, for providing 50% matching 
share will be also necessary. 

2. The Committee also recommended that the UGC 
may be approached for providing a separate grant for the 
University Library for purchase of back numbers of various 
journals which are urgently needed by the research workers. 

3. The Committee considered the question of accom- 
modating the estimated expenditure amounting to Rs. 36,800/- 
towards the two proposals of the Department of the Adult 
Education-Extension wing for (i) organising a *Meet India' 
programme and (ii) teaching of Indian languages within the 
total Fourth Plan allocation as desired by the UGC vide its 
letter No F. 12-1/69 (H) dated the 9th Oct., 1969 and decided 
that it would not be possible to accommodate this expendi- 
ture within the Fourth Plan allocatian. The UGC may 
therefore, be requested to provided a separate, grant for ihis 
purpose. 

4. The Committee considered the question of UGC 
assistance to the affiliated colleges and recommended that the 
University may appoint an inspection Team to visit the non- 
Govt. affiliated colleges, assess their needs from the point of 
view of their potentiality for development and select about 
half a dozen colleges for recommending to the UGC for 
necessary financial support. The Committee also recommen- 
ded that their should be one representative of the University 
on the governing body and the Selection Committees for 
selecting teachers of each non-Govt. affiliated college. Steps 
may be taken to amend the existing ordinance/Statutes, in 
any, for this purose.

I am directed to invite your attention to this office 
letter No. F. 9-1 (40)/66 (CDN) dated 3.8.1967 on the above 
subject and to say that the University Grants Commission 
had allocated grants amounting to Rs. 84.47 lakhs inclusive 
of grants released/payable after 3 1st March, 1966 for develop- 
ment programmes in the light of the recommendations of the 
Visiting Committee appointed fay the University Grants 
Commission to assess the requirements of the University for 
the period 1966-71 (original Fourth Plan). The University 
had been informed that the period for which the allocation 
indicated above, would be available would extend upto the 
end of 1973-74. 

The Commission had recently considered the question 
of providing additmal financial assistance to Universities for 
meeting their increased requirraents on account of extension 
of the period of assistance of the Commission for schemes 
involving recurring expenditure i.e. staff from 1971-72 to 
1973-.74 and in the light of the allocation of the U. G. C. 
for the fourth plan period, the commission has decided to 
provide an additional sum of Rs. 9.54 lakhs to the Univer- 
sity for the period ending 1973-74. This would raise the

Before taking up the agenda, the Committee recommen- 
ded slight modifications in the norms (Appendix ‘A') appro- 
ved last year for awarding punishment to the candidates 
reported to have resorted to the use of unfairmeans, 

I. The Committee considered the cases of candidates 
who resorted to the use of unfairmeans or other mal-pra- 
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•ctices at the various examinations of the University held in 
4970 in the light of Ordinance 152 and resolved to recommend 
that as per norms laid down by the Syndicate the punishment/ 
-action as noted against each in the enclosed statement be 
awarded/taken^ 

2. The Committee considered the case of Shri Lai Chand 
Roll No. 1322 of the Second Year T.D.C. (Arts) examination, 
1970 who ran away from the examination hall on 16th April, 
1970 while answering History Paper I at 9.55 A.M. alongvvith 
his answerbook. The Centre Superintendent, S D. Govern* 
xnent College, Beawar reported that the above candidate ran 
-away from the examination hall without handing over his 
answer-books (one mam and one supplementary.) In order to 
recover the answerbooks the Centre Superintendent lodged a 
report to the local police. In his statement given to the 
Police, the candidate said that since he was in confused state 
he lost balance of his mind and ran away with the answer- 
books. When he was passing through the railway shunting 
he found a match box and destroyed the answer-books by 
burning them* 

In order to get confirmation of the statement given by 
the candidate to the police, a show cause notice was issued 
to him by this office. In reply the candidate contradicted 
his own statements given to the police authorities and refuted 
all the charges levelled against him and implored the Univer- 
sity to lodge an enquiry into the matter. 

It was further reported that the candidate had earlier 
been found using unfairmeans on the I4th April, 1970 also 
while appearing in Political Science Paper 11. The head exa- 
miners to whom the case was referred informed that the 
candidate had made good use of the material recovered from 
his possession. 

Resolved to recommend that the present examination of 
the candidate be cancelled and he be further debarred from 
appearing at any examination of the University to be held in 
1971, 1972 and 1973. 

3. The Committee considered the case of Shri Suresh 
Kumar Parasher, Roll No. 2432 for the Second Year T.D.C* 
(Arts) Examination, 1970, who appeared from Government 
College, Rajgarh Centre and was found in possession of a 
book while appearing in Economics Paper II. When asked 
to handover the book, he refused to do so and insisted on 
copying from it. Besides this, he protested and tried to dis-

The Committee appointed by the Syndicate to consi- 
der the cases of candidates who resort to the use of 
nnfairmeans at the various examinations of the University^ 
laid down the following norms for punishment, at its meeting 
held on Monday the 4th August, 1969 and approved by the 
Syndicate.

Copy of letter dated 25th Sept., 1970 received 
from Shri D.C. Swami addressed to the Vice- 
Chancellor. 

For quite sometime I have been feeling that the system 
of debarring students from appearing at the subsequent Uni- 
versity Examination, for using unfair means in the Examina- 
tion Hall requires reconsideration. The theories of punish- 
ment are changing all over the world. I am fully convinced, 
about the futility of such a corrective measure. The punish- 
ment should be based on ethical desire to make man better. 
Complex consideration lie at the root of so many stranee 
human activities which play far greater part in shaping the 
decision and actions of routine life of manthen is generally 
supposed. The passive emotions of man play far greater part 
in shaping man’s reaction a set of events, than logical or ra- 
tional thought. Almost all the students who commit crimes 
are psycholigically the slaves of their mental calls, who su- 
rrender without struggle to the passions. Such criminals be- 
long to that streata of socity were culture and eduction have 
not penetrated deep enough to mould these basic animal ins- 
tincts. Culture and education from the down of civilisation 
have been dedicated to the task of moulding human emotions 
in subtler forms, calming down the passions and rationali- 
sing the man. Yet what a disappointing result that the pre- 
sent day educational system has utterly failed in achieving 
these vital objectivities. 

Inspite of spread in general education and what we call 
modern civilisation, the incidence of crime, the deprivaty of 
human behaviour is not in any way changed from that of the 
primitive men. Any modern educational system cannot 
afford to ignore these basic facts which indicate the mal^sise, 
the task of enquiring the basic why and how of actions and 
instinct of man. 

Those who sit over the judgement of the erring students 
would pause and ponder over the question as to how far the 
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celebrated code of panal law and the fear there from of the 
severe';^ punishment has been successful in preventing 
crimes. 

If the youth are given proper education, opportunities 
and right guidance they can improve and become better citi- 
zens. If they are condemned they would be lost to the 
world forever.

Brief Summary of the case : 

While replying to a reference made to Dr. T P. 
Bhardwaj, Prof, of Pathology, S.P. Medical College, 
Bikaner who was the Internal examiner, regarding Roil 
Nos. 112 and 281 in whose cases some discrepancies 
were noticed by the checkers of results he 
drew the attention of the office to the cases of two more 
candidates bearing Roll Nos. 225 and 257 of the same 
examination who had actually obtained 55 and 35 marks 
in Pathology Practical and viva-voce examination respe- 
ctively, and not 45 and 25 marks as entered in the mark 
sheet of the candidates. In support of his statement he 
sent the original rough record prepared by the examiners. 
As there were numerous corrections and over-writings 
in this rough record, a reference was made to the exter- 
nal examiners as well as the Principal, S.P. Medical 
College, Bikaner. Dr. T.P. Bhardwaj was also requested 
to intimate as to how correct marks were not posted in 
the foils and counter foils sent to the tabulators. These 
persons replied as under : — 

1. One of the external Examiners said that the 
marks as shown in the award lists sent to the 
tabulators under the joint signatures of all the 
examiners be considered as final adding that he 
was surprised to hear that the internal examiner 
had approached the University with such a 
request without marking a reference to the ex- 
ternal examiner. No reply was received from 
the other two exiernal examiners 

2. The Principal, S P. Medical College, Bikaner 

said that ordinarily the rough record of the 
practical examination ouglu to have been des- 
troyed after the maiks had been posied m the 
printed foils and counter* foils of ma Ks and 
signed by ti^e examiners ^incc the.e were four 
examiners m this case the.e should have been 
no likelihood of any errois creeping m the final 
award He added that though there were over- 
writting and corrections at several places in the 
rough record{Particularly in these two cascs)(Ro}l 
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No. 225 and 257) yet the totals were untamp e- 
red with admitting at the same time that there 
was possibility of errors in the same since they 
were written in pencil. 

3. Dr. Bhardwaj in his repl^ has tried to justify 
the correctness of the rough recorded and requ- 
ested that the correct marks as given therein be 
accepted.

3. The Council considered the report of the Committee 
appointed by the Vice-Chancellor to examine a proposal of 
the Director-Incharge, University Deptt. of Adult Education 
(Extension Wing) for starting a Certificate/Diploma Course 
in Education for Better Homes (FiWe Appendix I). 

Resolved that the proposal for starting the Certificate/ 
Diploma Course in Education for Better Homes be dropped. 

4. The Council considered a proposal of the National 
Council for Educational Research & Training for starting 
Vacation-cum-Correspondence Courses leading to the B.Sc. 
and M.Sc. degrees for teachers working in Secondary School 
as contained in the D.O. letter No. F.9-I97/70/6215 dated the 
23rd June, 1970 of the Principal, Regional College of Edu - 
Cation, Ajmer (Fide Appendix 11). 

Resolved to recommend that (i) the proposal for star- 
ting Vacation-cum-Correspondence Courses at the Regional 
College of Education, Ajmer be accepted in principle only 
for the B.Sc. degree and (ii) the same be referred to the Facu- 
lty of Science for considering further details. 
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5. The Council considered the following proposal of Shri 
M.A, Zaidi (Member of the Academic Council) as contained 
in his letter dated 18.8.1970 : 

“A relaxation of five marks may be given to the 
students seeking admission to a Department/Uni- 
versity Studies in Arts if the number of students is 
less than ten in the under-graduate Wing or less 
than five in the Post-graduate classes in the Faculty 
ofArts of the University of Rajasthan provided that 
the Head of the Department of the subject concer- 
ned certifies that even otherwise the student or 
students statisfies or satisfy all other requirements 
for admission." 

In this connection the Council was informed that the 
restriction of obtaining the minimum percentage of marks 
for admission to the First Year T.D.C. course was not laid 
down in the Ordinances and it was only provided for in the 
Rules laid down in the Joint Prospectus of the University 
Teaching Wing. 

Resolved that the matter be referred to the Joint 
Prospectus Committee appointed by the Vice-Chancellor, for 
consideration with the observation of the Council that a 
relaxation of S marks may be allowed to a candidate who 
offers Urdu as an optional subject in the T.D.C. (Arts) course 
in the University Teaching Wing, provided that he shall not 
be allowed to change the subject of Urdu subsequently. 

6. With reference to the Syndicate Resolution No. 18 
dated the 16 h May, 1970, the Council considered the follow- 
ing proposal made by Prof. K.L. Verma vide his letter No. 
Y-2 dated the 22nd April, 1970 : 

“As a step towards self improvement at least in 
some respects of which teachers may possibly be not 
aware the system of having a poll by students with- 
out their signatures in various classes twice a session

Departments concerned and the Vice-Chancellor 
and the progress made towards improvement be 
duly tabulated, published and carefully watched.

If the 
prescribed course is not completed does he take 
pains to complete it by taking extra classes from 
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Resolved to recommend that the pre-requisite condi- 
tions of having graduated and been appointed as teacher be- 
fore the year 1960 as laid down under O.329L-50 (a) be 
relaxed, as a special case, in the case of Shri Deen Dayal 
Mangal ‘Pangu’. 

12. The Registrar reported orders dated 10.8.1970 of 
the Vice-Chancellor appointing a six-member committee for 
recommending minimum requirements to be fulfilled by a 
college for Shastri/Acharya/Shiksha Shastri standards under 
the Faculty of Sanskrit Studies and orders dated 26.8.1970 
accepting the recommendations of the Committee (Vide 
Appendix III) under his emergency powers in view of the 
fact that the decision for affiliating colleges in the Faculty of 
Sanskrit Studies was taken late (vide Syndicate Res. No. 49 
(iii) dated 4.7.1970) and it became necessary to lay down 
norms before sending out Inspection Committee to the 
Colleges.

the proposed Vacation-cum-Correspondence Courses leading 
to B.Sc. & M.Sc. Degrees for teachers working in Secondary 
Schools. I request that necessary action may please be taken 
to get this course instituted. 

I am sending separately shortly the detailed syllabus 
and draft amendments to existing Statutes/Ordinances/Regu- 
lations for the proposed new scheme of B.Sc. (Honours) & 
B-Ed Course. 
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VACATION CUM CORRESPONDENCE 
COURSES LEADING TO THE 
DEGREE OF B.Sc. & M.Sc. 

That the quality of a school depends on the quality of 
its teachers is well-known. At present, there is a very large 
number of science teachers in the middle schools who do not 
have a B.Sc. degree. Either they would have given up their 
studies at various levels of education beyond the Higher 
Secondary or P.U.C. or partially completed their B.Sc. work. 
Some of these teacheis are permanent and the responsibility 
of teaching science falls on their shoulders. Due to the ra- 
pid changes in curriculum sometimes these teachers feel defi- 
cient; as a consequence, out of sheer furstration some of 
these teachers take B.A. degree and even M.A. degree as pri- 
vate candidates and change their teaching subjects to Arts. 
The result is that the schools lack the services of good science 
teachers. 

Therefore, something should be done to improve their 
knowledge of science as quickly as possible. One way of 
doing this is to enable them to qualify for the B.Sc. degree by 
correspondence and vacation courses, since for Science courses, 
appearing as private candidates in an examination is not po- 
ssible. Similar is the case with Science teachers teaching up- 
to Secondary classes. With B Sc. (degree) they sometimes, out 
of frustration for not being promoted to senior teachers change 
into teachers of arts subjects by taking M.A. degree as private 
candidates. Moreover there is a plan to start junior colleges. 
In such colJeges.science teaching will have to be done by only 
those who have M.Sc. degree. Without such an improvement 
of knowledge of science content of the teacher, he can do very 
little to inject new science ideas to the students. 

The word correspondence seems to be deceptive. A cal- 
culation of the working hour, both for B.Sc. and M Sc. vaca- 
tion-cum-correspondence, vis-a-vis the regular University 
courses is more meaningful. Taking into account that the 
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teacher joining these courses can be in the Regional College 
from 15th March to 15th July for two or three sequntial years 
and also in the major sessional holidays viz. Dashera and 
Christams breaks, it is hoped that the major part of the course 
will be covered during the intensive vacation training and only 
a minor part will be covered through correspondence. Alth- 
ough schools are generally open upto 7th May, during 15th 
March to early May very little teaching work is done; simila- 
rly for the period from 1st to 15th July, and so the teachers 
can be spared during this period for the training. 

Total working hours calculated on this basis arc given 
below for both the intensive vacation-cum-coirespondence 
•courses and a comparative study with the working hours of 
the regular courses. It is presumed that the courses will be 
the same as that of B.Sc. and M.Sc. regular courses. Teachers 
taking this course will appear in the regular University exa- 
mination held in March-April, 

To be eligible for admission, teachers must have atleast 
5 }ears of school teaching experience. Only permanent teachers 
selected by the D.P.Ts will be admitted to the course.

Thus we find that there is a deficit of only 200 hours. 
During these 2500 working hours, it is hoped that all the 
practical courses can be completed and about 90% of the 
theory syllabi can be covered. The remaining 10% theory 
courses can be covered by correspondence. 

(Pass) course after LSc., similar 
ratio can be arrived at. 

II. Proposed duration of the intensive vacation-cum- corre- 
spondence course for M Sc,

For this course also, all the practical work will be cove- 
red during the stay of the teachers in R.C.E. and 90% of the 
theory course can also be completed.

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E. Library : 

The Library should contain upto-date reference 
bookstand subscribe to an adequate number of edu- 
cational journals. The College should also make 
arrangements to obtain all available literature on 
education techniques from Research Bureaus, Emp- 
loyment Organisation, Educational and Vocational 
Guidance Bureaus etc. 

It is, therefore, necessary that a College which 
offers Shiksha Shastri Course should have at least 
2,500 titles covering various subjects and not less 
than four copies of the more frequently used books. 
About Rs. 8,000/- is considered the minimum for 
providing an initial nucleus for a modest, but well- 
equipped library. The recurring expenditure should 
be Rs. 2,000/- per year for the Library.

1. The minutes of the meeting of the Library Committee 
held on monday the 17th Marchi 1969 in the University 
Library, were confirmed. 

2. Considered as to what exent the present Library 
rules No. 4 F & I be implemented or modified, in the light of 
letter No. I A/ 68-69/ 47 583 dated the 24th Sejitember, 1969, 
received from the Registrar, University of Rajasthan, Jaipur 
regarding realisation of overdue charges from the defaulting 
members. In this connection, the Committee also considered 
the observations of the Vice-Chancellor dated lOth July, 1970, 
regarding issue of books to the teachers and also the letter 
No. F/Lib/68-69/40137 dated the 28th July, 1970. 


Resolved that status quo be maintained in regard to 
non-recovery of overdue charges from the teachers. Where 
a teacher of the University/College, does not return books in 
time as per the library rules even after the issue of a remin- 
der, the Head of the Department/Principal of the College be 
approached to arrange for their return, A termwise report 
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of long Standing overdue books may also be submitted to the 
Vice-Chancellor. 

It was further resolved that the present system of 
collecting and keeping the accounts of overdue charges be 
continued. It was not feasible to maintain a register for 
overdue charges as envisaged by the Registrar in his letters 
No. I. A/68-69/47 583 D and No. F/1 A/Lib/68-69/40 137 D 
dated the 24th September, 1969 and 28th July, 1970 respec- 
tively. 

It was further resolved that the loan privileges as pro-

If pages 
are found missing or mutilated at the time of depositing the 
books back at the counter, the borrowers will be held respon- 
sible for this and he be asked to replace the book or to pay 
its cost etc. 


14. Considered the steps the Library may take to get 
back books long overdue for return from the members. 

The Committee took a serious view that the books long' 
overdue have not been received back in the Library. It 
suggested following steps : 


(a) The Library should write to the concerned 
Heads of the Departments so that they may 
help in the return of books which have be- 
come long over due. 

(b) The Registrar be requested not to relieve 
any University employee till he produces a 
(No Duses’ certificate form the Library, He 
should also be requested to enforce this rule 
strictly. 

(c) A similar letter should also be sent to the 
Director of Education, so that an arrange- 
ment may be worked out by which the books 
issued to the teachers of the affiliated 
colleges may be returned to the Central 
Library without any difficulty. 


IS. _ Considered as to what action be taken by the library 
against members who do not clear of their dues with the 
library and severe their connections with the University, 
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Resolved that the recommendations made in Resolution 
14 be strictly enforced. 

16. Considered replies of the Heads of the Department 
to a letter issued as per Registrar's letter No. F. 6 (iii)-24/ 
66/37847 D dated the 2nd August, 1969 regarding introduc* 
tion of ‘Entrnace Ticket’. 

Resolved that the matter be deferred. 

17. Considered letter No. RC/69 dated the 10th April, 
1970 from Shri G.N. Chauhan, Medical Officer, Homeopathic 
Clinic, University of Rajasthan, Jaipur regarding purchase 
of some homeopathic books in the Library for the use of the 
readres. 

Resolved that a sura of Rs. 500/- may be set aside for 
the purchase of books on Homeopthy, this year. 

18. Considered letter No. Misc/ 1362 dated the 13th July, 
1970 from Prof. Daya Krishna, Head of the University 
Department of Philosophy, Jaipur regarding allocation of a 
yearly grant of rupees one thousand or two for the purchase 
of original paintings by eminent contemporary artists in 
India* 

Resolved that a sum of Rs. 1000/- per year be earmarked 
for acquiring original paintings and that a Standing Commi- 
ttee consisting of the following members be constituted to 
decide about priority and their purchase etc ;

19. Considered the representation of research scholars 
pertaining to ; 


(a) Providing table fans in the research cabins. 

(b) Representation on the Library Coramitlce. 

(c) Keeping the University Library open upto 
mid-night. 
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In this connection also to report the orders of the Vice- 
Chancellor communicated vide Registrar's letter No, F. 6 
(iii)— 24/66/16150 D dated the 6th Aprils 1970 for opening the 
Library upto 12.00 mid-night for research sholars, only. 


Resolved that the action already takenby the library regar- 
ding (a) and (c) be confirmed. Since the Library Committee is 
constituted according to the statutes, it itself cannot take any 
decision in regard to students representation thereon. 

20. The Committee confirmed the action proposed by 
the Standing Committee set up by the Vice-Chancellor in its 
meeting on 2nd December, 1969 regarding cancellation of 
allotment of cabins for those research scholars who do not 
abide by the Library rules. 

21. Considered letter No. 103/S A/70 dated the 12th 
Februrary, 1970, received from Dr. S.P. Verma for providing 
special Library facilities so far as the issue of books is con- 
cerned to the Research Associates, senior Research Fellows 
and Junior Research Fellows, working in South Asia Studies 
Centre than what has been provided under the existing 
Rules. 

Resolved that the Research Associates be treated on par 
with the University teachers so far as the Library facilites as 
are concerned. 

As regards the Senior Research Fellows and Junior 
Research Fellows, they be given the same facilities as are 
admissible to the research scholars of the University. 

22. Considered letter No, F, 822 {D)/20-RIO dated the 
5th June, 1970 from Shri N.M. Ketkar, Director (L), Indian 
Council of Social Science Research, New Delhi, regarding 
the publications to be sent on inter-library system. 

Resolved that as the purpose for which the thesis is 
required is not clearly mentioned in the letter received form 
the Director, Indian Council of Social Science Research, 
he be requested to contact the concerned student who has 
submitted the thesis to the University, directly. 


23. Considered proposal regarding gift and exchange of 
publications received from the Associate Chief, Exchange 
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and Gift Division, Library of Congress, Washington, arising 
out of this considered the establishment of a separate Gift 
and Exchange Division in the University Library. 

Resolved that setting up of Gifts and Exchange Section 
in the University Library be accepted in principle. The 
Director of Libraries should submit a detailed proposal rega- 
rding its establishment. 

24. Considered the offer of Mr, Madan of Bombay 
regarding the sale of his Library of about 2250 volumes to 
this University Library 

Resolved that a Committee consisting of the following 
persons be constituted to examine the list of titles received 
and if the collection be found worth acquiring to negotiate a 
price and thereafter to fix the share of expenses among the 
concerned subjects in the Budget grant currently available : 

(1) Prof. G.C. Pande. 

(2) Dr. Daya Krishna, 

(3) Dr. R.K. Kaul. 

(4) Shri N.N. Gidwani. 

The Committee be also authorised to coopt any Head 
of the University Department for this purpose. 

25. The Committee appreciated the scheme prepared 
for establishment of Manuscript Section in the University 
Library with its Microfilming and Reprographic Divisions, 
prepared by the University Library for submission to the 
University Grants Commission. The Committee was of the 
opinon that Xerographic facilities should be made available 
to the members of the Library as early as possible. 

26. The Committee considered the following proposals 
of the Library : 

(a) A part of the University Library should be 
air-conditioned. 

(b) To and fro postal charges for the books 
borrowed from University Libraries on Inter- 
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Library loan basis, should be borne by the 
University. 

(c) The weekly list of additions brought out by 
the University Library should be printed and 
sold. ' 

Resolved that the consideration of those proposals be 
postponed to the next meeting.

2. With reference to Syndicate Resolution No. 29 (v) 
dated the 14th August, 1970 confirming the orders dated 3lst 
July, 1970 of the Vice-Chancellor rejecting the request of 
Shri M. A. Mathur, University Lecturer in Chemistry for 
granting extension of leave without pay for one year more 
w.e.f. 27.8.1970, the Syndicate considered his letter dated the 
18th July, 1970 tendering resignation from the University ser- 
vice with effect from 27.8.1970 with the request that he be 
released from the conditions of the bond executed by him with 
the University. 

In this connection the Syndicate was informed that : —

(ii ) There was a balance of Rs. 3,041.12 in his P.F. 
account after deducting the amount of advance.

Resolved ihat (i) the resignation of Shri M. A. Mathur 
be accepted w.e.f. 18th July, 1910 (the date of the resignation 
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letter) waiving the condition of three months notice period 
and the requirement of 0381 of the University Hand Book 
Part II and (ii) necessary steps be taken to recover the amount 
of (a) pay and allowances paid to him during the study leave 
period and (b) compensation for not fulfilling the conditions 
of bond. 

3. The Syndicate considered the question of confirming 
Dr. C.L. Mahajan, University Reader m Zoology w.e.f. 19th 
July, 1970. 

In this connection the Syndicate was informed that : 

( i ) Dr. C. L, Mahajan was working in the Univer- 
sity as Lecturer in Zoology from 1st March, 
1962. 

(u ) He was appointed as University Reader in Zoo- 
logy on one year's probation w.e.f, 19th July, 

1969. 

(ill) He remained on special leave on full pay from 
28th October, 1969 to 6th July, 1970 when he 
went to the U.K. under a programme of excha- 
nge of Younger Scientists between India & U.K. 
vide Syndicate Resolution No. 10 dated 5.2, 

1970. 

(iv) He was normally due for confirmation as 
Reader in Zoology w.e.f. I9th July, 1970. 

(v ) He was not confirmed because he had actually 
worked as Reader only for 3 months and 9 days 
during his one year's probationery period, and 

<vi) The Head of the Department of Zoology and 
the Dean, University Studies in Science expre- 
ssed the opinion that Dr. Mahajan be confirmed 
in his appointment as Reader in Zoology w,e,f, 
19th July, 1970. 
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Resolved that Dr. Mahajan be confirmed in his appoint- 
ment as Reader w.e.f. 19th July, 1970 in view of the follow- 
ing facts 


( i ) At the time of his appointment as Reader he 
was a confirmed Lecturer of seven years stand- 
ing in the University. 

( ii) Before he was appointed as Reader he had been 
recommended by the University for a visit to 
U.K. under the scheme of exchange of younger 
scientists between India and U.K 

(iii) Leave on full pay was granted to him for visit- 
ing U.K. for the purpose, and 

(iv) Both the Dean of the University Studies in Sci- 
ence and the Head of the Department of Zoo- 
logy recommended his confirmation w.e.f. 19th 
July, 1970. 

4. The Syndicate considered the request of Dr. S. C. 
Goel, University Lecturer in Zoology for granting leave with- 
out pay for one year with permission to serve as Reader in 
Zoology at the Poona University. 

In this connection the Syndicate was informed that-(i) 
Dr. Goel was working as a permanent University Lecturer 
since 7th July, 1964, (ii) he was on leave on half pay for one 
month and 5 days from lI.lO.l965 to 15.11.1965 combined 
with leave without pay for 3 years 5 months and 21 days from 
16.11.1965 for higher studies in the U. K., and (iii) he was 
under a bond to serve the University upto 6th July, 1971. 

Resolved that Dr. Goel be informed that his request for 
granting leave without pay with permission to serve the Poona 
University could not be acceded to but if he resigned his post 
in this University to join the Poona University, he could be 
relieved w. e. f. 15th March, 1971 in partial relaxation of the 
bond executed by him. 
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5. With reference to Syndicate Resolution No. 19 dated 
the 14th August, 1970 permitting Dr. Babu Lai Saraf, Univer- 
sity Professor and Head of the Department of Physics to visit 
U.S.A. under a programme undertaken by the National Coun- 
cil for Science Education for improvement of Science and 
Technological Education in India for a period of three months 
and authorising the Vice-Chancellor to decide the nature of 
leave to be granted to Dr. Saraf, the Syndicate confirmed the 
orders dated 17th September, 1970 of the Vice-Chancellor 
granting duty leave to Dr. Saraf from 17th September to 27th 
December,1970 in view of the fact that this deputation was at 
the instance of the U.G.C. 

In this connection the Syndicate alse / eso/ved that the 
following leave granted to Dr. R. C. Mehrotra, Prof. & Head 
of the University Department of Chemistry from 12th Octo- 
ber, 1969 to 1 1th January, 1970 vide Syndicate Resolution No.

6. With reference to Syndicate Resolution No. 35 dated 
the 30th January, 1969 read with its Res. No. 20 dated 15.12. 
1969 granting leave without pay from 24.3.69 to 23.5.69 to Dr. 
Raj Krishna, Prof & Head of the Univ. Deptt. of Economics 
with permission to join the World Bank’s Development Insti- 
tute, the Syndicate considered whether the period spent on 
leave without pay by Dr. Raj Krishna be allowed to be coun- 
ted towards earning annual grade increment. 

In this connection the Syndicate observed that since it 
was not clear from its Res. No. 35 dated 30 1.69 and No. 20 
dated 15.12.69 as to whether Dr. Raj Krishna was granted 
leave under 0.371 or under Rule No. 5 of the ‘Rules for depu 
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tationofthe University teachers to take up assignment out- 
side the University* by relaxing the condition of a minimum 
of five years service, the benefit of doubt should be given to 
him and accordingly resolved that Dr, Raj Krishna^e trea- 
ted to have been granted leave in relaxation of the condition 
of Rule No. 5 mentioned above and the period of leave be 
counted towards earning annual grade increment. 

7. With reference to its Res. No. 5 dated the 21st March, 
1970 under which Dr. L. S. Raraaswami was re-employed as

13. The Syndicate approved the draft of the Diploma to- 
be awarded to the successful candidates passing the post M.A, 
Diploma in Linguistics Examination which was conducted for 
the first time in 1970 [vide Appendix III). 

14. With reference to its Res. No.35 dated the 14. h Aug- 
ust, 1970 the Syndicate considered D.O.letter No F.l (465) Estt/ 
DCE/66 dated the 22nd June, 1970 from the Director of Edu- 
cation, Rajasthan, Jaipur seeking clarification as to whether 
a teacher covered under the note (regarding non-applicability 
of minimum qualifications) occurring under 0.65 of the Uni- 
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versity Hand Book Part II was eligible for promotion to a 
higher post such as headship of a department or Principalship 
in an affiliated college. 

In this connection the Syndicate was informed that in 
the past individual cases of teachers belonging to the above 
category (i. e. those who possessed III class Master’s degree 
but were employed in the colleges before the date on which 
the colleges were transferred from the jurisdiction of the 
Board of High School and Intermediate Examination, Ajmer 
and the Agra University to this University) were considered 
for exempting them from the minimum qualifications for a 
higher post and relaxation in qualification was granted (vide 
Syndicate Resolution No. 2 dated 3.7.1963). 

The Director of Education observed in the meeting that 
there were only 5 or 6 senior teachers left who were covered 
by the note occurring under 0.65 and did not possess the re- 
quisite qualifications for a higher post. 

Resolved that the Director of Education be requested to 
send specific cases for consideration of the Syndicate for rela- 
xing the minimum qualifications. 

15. With reference to the Syndicate Resolution No,’ 39 
dated 11.4.1970 read with its Res. No. 36 dated 14.8.70 appo- 
inting a Commifee to examine the suggestion given by the 
RUCTA to the effect that it be made obligatory for the non-

1. In cases where revision or rejection of a thesis 
by one of the two external examiners is recom- 
mended the Research Board may consider the 
advisability of referring such a thesis to two ex- 
ternal examinere instead of one as at present. 
This will enable the members of the Syndicate 
to arrive at a more balanced and accurate judge- 
ment in the award of degree to deserving candi- 
dates only. 
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2, The Research Board may consider the desirabi* 
lity of laying down specific rules for holding 
of a second viva-voce examination for the award 
of a research degree. 

Note : Extension of a viva-voce examination by 
a day or two more can be easily under- 
stood. Holding of a second viva-voce 
examination does not appear to be quite 
sound and healthy for many reasons, 

3, The Syndicate may consider the desirability of 
laying down specific rules regarding daily hours 
of work, their respective duties, their powers 
etc., of the various Deans in the colleges run by 
the University in order to ensure efficiency in 
various spheres in the administration of the ins- 
titutions in question. 

Resolved that (i) proposals Nos. 1 & 2 above be referred 
to the Research Board and (ii) in regard to the proposal No. 
(3) above, the Vice-Chancellor, the Deans and the Associate 
Deans may devise ways and means to improve the standard of 
education at the under-graduate level. 

19. The Syndicate postponed consideration of the reco- 
mmendations of the University Board of Sports made at it its 
meeting held on 6th August, 1970. 

20. With reference to the Syndicate Res No. 46 dated 
4.7.1970 authorising the Vice-Chancellor to decide about the 
term of office of the representative of the University on the 
Governing Body and also on the Committee for Selection of 
teachers for the non-Government affiliated colleges, the Syn- 
dicate considered the Vice-Chancellor’s proposal that the 
term of office of the University nominee should be three aca- 
demic years. 
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Kesolved that the aforesaid proposal of the Vice-Chance- 
llor be accepted and the following amendments to Statute 26 
of the University Hand Book Pt. II be recommended to the 
Senate : 

“Add the following note under clauses (2) and (5) 
of Statute 26 : 

“N. B.— The term of office of the University 
nominee shall be three academic years 
and a person once appointed shall be 
eligible for re-nomination." 

21. With reference to the Syndicate Resolution No. 8 
(II) dated 2.5.1969 appointing a Committee for recommend- 
ing minimum qualifications for new entrants to the posts of 
Registrar, Dy. Registrar/A. S. to V. C. Asstt. Registrar/Direc- 
tor, S.A.B. /University Press Manager, the Syndicate conside- 
red the recommendations dated the 28th September, 1970 of 
the Committee (Vide Appendtx. V). 

Resolved that the recommendations of the Committee be 
approved with the modification that in clause (iii) of the *desi- 
rable qualifications' for the post of the Registrar and the Dy. 
Registrar the words — “or Law" be added after the word- 
“Management", so that the said clause No, (iii) of the *desi- 
rable qualifications' for the posts of Registrar and the Dy. 
Registrar would read as follows : 

“(iii) A degree or a Diploma in Management of 
Law." 

Resolved further that the Committee be requested also 
to recommend qualifications for the new entrants to the posts 
of Administrative Secretary to the Vice-Chancellor, Univer- 
sity Press Manager and the Director Students' Advisory Bu- 
reau as per terms of reference given to its vide Syndicate 
Resolution No. g (II) dated 2nd May, 1969, 
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22. The Syndicate confirmed the Vice-Chancellor's or- 
ders dated the 17th October, 1970 granting four months leave 
on full pay to Shri C.L. Singhal, Registrar w.e.f. 19th October, 
1970 in continuation of Dashehra Break, and authorising all 
the four Dy. Registrars to exercise the administrative/finan- 
cial powers of the Registrar in respect of their sections till 
further orders in that behalf. 

Arising out of the above, the Syndicate resolved that 
Shn L. P. Vaish, Dy. Registrar (Estt. & Dev.) be appointed, 
purely as a temporary measure, as officiating Registrar of the 
University during the absence on leave of Shri C. L. Singhal, 
Registrar. 

Resolved further that the post of Registrar be adverti- 
sed. 

23. With reference to the Syndicate Resolution No. 31 
dated the 1st July, 1969 approving inter-alia the recommenda- 
tion No. 33 dated l/2nd June, 1969 of the University Sports 
Board to the effect that one of the functions of the Sports 
Board shall be to control and supervise the administration of 
the University Swimming Pool, the Syndicate postponed con- 
sideration of letter No. DPE/44/474 dated the 21st/26th 
August, 1970 from the Director of Physical Education for the 
Main Campus of the University containing his observations 
about the working of the Pool and requesting that either he 
as Director of Physical Education or the Chairman, Univer- 
sity Sports Board be relieved of the supervisory and adminis- 
trative control over the University Swimming Pool so as to 
place the Pool completely under one authority,

2. A sum of Rs. 7/- p.a. to be charged from the 
students under the head ‘Entertainment fee' 
(over and above the usual fee of Rs. 3/- p.a.) 
on the ground that the college is having a 16 
mm. sound film projector and screening of fea- 
ture films and other documentary films has been 
made a regular features for which the college 
has to pay rentals of films to the film Distribu- 
tors and this facility has been provided because 
the college is residential institution situated at 
a distance of more than three miles from the 
town and the students can have recreation and 
amusement in the campus itself.

these proposals were accepted by the University. 

(5) If and when found necessary, further stipula- 
tions may be provided by mutual consultation. 

Resolved that Prof. Om Prakash be informed that his 
proposal could not be accepted as it was not in accordance 
with the terms and conditions laid down in the relevant 0.122- 
B of the University Hand Book Part IT.

The Sub-Committee appointed by the Syndicate vide its 
Resolution No. 10, dated the 2nd May, 1969 and expanded 
vide its Resolution No. 24{ii) dated the ll/]2th August, 1969 
to suggest guide-lines for the determination of the seniority 
rules for the University teachers at its meeting held on 20th 
April, 1970 recommends laying down the following principles 
to govern the determination of seniority of the University 
teachers : — 

( 1 ) As regards the Professors and Readers, the 
date of confirmation should determine the seni* 
ority. 

{ ii) The seniority of those promoted to the Selec- 
tion grade m any cadre will be determined ac- 
cording to the date of promotion in selection 
grade in that cadre. In case a number of people 
are promoted on the same date, they will carry 
their existing seniority in the selection grade. 


(iii) As regards the Lecturers, the Committee noted 
that there are the following two categories of 
teachers : — 


(a) Those who were recruited in the Univer- 
sity by the ordinary process of open 
selection, and 


(b) those who were recruited to the Univer- 
sity from Rajasthan Government service 
as a result of taking over of the colleges 

iti July, 1962. 


The seniority of all the Lecturers also should be deter- 
mined from the date of their confirmation in the University 
service The interse-seniority of the lecturers recruited from 
Rajasthan Government service as a result of taking over of 
the colleges should remain the same as determined by the 
Government from time to time. 
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The Coiti'mitfee at its meeting held on 5th November^ 
1970 decided that the above principles may be placed before 
the Vice-Chancellor. If the V. C so desires, the same be got

The Committee appointed by the Syndicate vide its Reso- 
lution No. 39, dated the 11th April, 1970 read with its Res. 
No. 36, dated the 14th August, 1970 met on the 12th Septem- 
ber, 70 at 4 00 P.M. in the University Office, Jaipur when the

2. Tlie term of reference given to the Committee was to 
examine the suggestion given by the Rajasthan University and 
College Teachers Association (RUCTA) as contained in letter 
No.79i-796 from the General Secretary, RUCTA to the effect 
that it be made obligatory for the non-Government affiliated 
colleges by making a provision in the Statutes to adopt pay- 
ment of gratuity rules for the college teachers. 

3. The Committee noted that (i) on a similar suggestion 
received earlier from Rajasthan University and College Tea- 
chers Association, the Syndicate vide its Res. No, 24, dated 
the 6th March, 1969 had resolved that a copy of the ‘Rules 
for Payment of Gratuity to University Employees, as appro- 
ved by it be forwarded to the Principals of all the non-Go- 
vernment affiliated Colleges with the request that the 
same be adopted in respect of the members of the staff of their 
colleges, (ii) in compliance with the said Resolution, a circu- 
lar letter had accordingly been addressed to the Principals 
concerned by the Registrar on the 6th August, 69,and (lii) no 
college had so far responded to the circular letter. 

4. Since the teachers of the Government affiliated colleges 
were enjoying the benefit of gratuity m accordance with the 
rules laid down by the Siate Government for its employees 
and the Syndicate had also adopted ‘Payment of Gratuity to 
Employees Rules’ w e.f. 1.4.1969, it was natural for the tea- 
chers of the non-Government affiliated' cdllcges to put forward 
their case for a similar tereatmeni; ' 
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5. The Committee noted that there were several non- 
Government colleges which were not on the list of Government 
aided colleges anc most of them were not even able to follow 
the Provident Fund Rules as prescribed by the University, 
obviously because of their financial limitations. The aided co- 
lleges too depended mostly on the grant-in-aid received from 
the Government for the matters of laying down pay scales 
for the teachers and provident fund scheme for them. 

6. After discussing the proposal from all its aspects, the 
Committee recommended that, in the first instance, the State 
Government be requested to examine the possibility of adop- 
tion of the payment of gratuity rules as laid down by the 
University for its own employees, to the teachers of non- 
Government affiliated colleges also and if approved, make a 
provision to that effect in the grant-in-aid rules. This would 
enable the Colleges to implement the rules.

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APPENDIX-V 

Re/- -—Res. No. 21 of the mitutes of the Syndicate held 
on 7th Nov., 1970. 

At the out-set, it was clarified by the Registrar, who is a 
member of this Committee, that the pay scales of the posts 
of Registrar, Deputy Registrar, and the Assistant Registrar 
who already been enhanced. It was further clarifiied 
that the terms of reference of the Committee require 
us to prescribe suitable qualifications for the new entrants 
who may be appointed as and when the posts fall vacant in 
further. The qualifications should be laid down keeping in 
view the revised pay scales for these posts. 

First of all, we addressed ourselves to the question as to 
whether it was essential for a Registrar or a Deputy Registrar 
to have the experience of teaching in a college or an University 
It was felt that there was no co-relation between the experie- 
nce of teaching and the efficiency of the person holding the 
post of the Registrar. It was, however, felt that if the Regi- 
strar and Deputy Registrar have familiarity with the life and 
working of an University or with educational administration 
in a College or University, this would add to their efficiency. 

It was also felt that an opportunity should be available 
to an Assistant Registrar for being considered for appoint- 
ment as Deputy Registrar and for a Deputy Registrar to be 
considered for appointment as Registrar provided they were 
considered suitable for these posts by a duly constituted Sele- 
ction Committee. We felt that the post of Registrar is one 
which requires the ability to organise, coordinate and plan va- 
rious matters relating to the administration of the University. 
As an Adviser to the Vice-Chancellor on several issues, he has 
to take an enlightened and broad view of the matters. In our 
view the incumbent of this post must have high academic qua- 
lifications. He should atleast have a Post-Graduate Degree. 
As mentioned above, it would be desirable to provide for the 
vertical mobiliiy from the post of Assistant Registrar up- 
wards. Therefore, we feel that a Post Graduate Degree should 
be an essential qualification even for the posts of Assistant 
Registrar and Deputy Registrar. (While considering this issue 
we were told that there are persons working as Office Superi- 
ntendents and Assistant Registrar and Deputy Registrar in 
our University who do not have Post Graduate Degree. Some 
of them may be found to have done exceptionally good work- 
in their assignments. It was felt that an opportunity should 
be available to them also for being considered for appoint- 
ment in the next higher post. In our view, it wold be reaso- 
nable to provide for a lower academic qualification in the case 
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of such persons provided that the length of experience is about 
twice the length of required for a person having a Post-Gra- 
duate qualification provided further that a Dy. Registrar of 
the University should also have a minimum experience of 10 
years on the post of Dy. Registrar for being considered eli- 
gible for the post of the Registrar. 

We were informed that one of the posts of the Deputy 
Registrars in the University relates to matters pertaining to 
finance and accounts. We considered as to whether it should 
be necessary to prescribe separate qualifications for this par* 
ticular post of Deputy Registrar. We came to the conclusion 
that if the Assistant Registrar has special knowledge and 
experience of accounts and finance, it should not be necessary 
for the Deputy Registrar mcharge of that branch also to have 
that special knowledge and experience. We felt that it would 
be desirable for the Deputy Registrar to be shifted from one 
branch to another after a certain specified period of work in 
a particular branch. We are, therefore, in favour of prescri* 
bing uniform qualifications for all the posts of Deputy Re- 
gistrars. However, we feel that for the post of the Assistant 
Registrar dealing with finance and accounts, special qualifica- 
tions should be prescribed. Keeping in view the above consi- 
derations, we are of the view that the following qualifications 
should be prescribed for the posts of the Registrar, the Deputy 
Registrar and the Assistant Registrar :

From the above it would be noticed that we have insis- 
ted upon ten years' and seven years' experience in an admini- 
strative capacity for the post of the Registrar and Deputy 
Registrar respectively. We have deliberately done so, far we 
felt that teaching experience did not necessarily equip a person 
with administrative acumen though instances may be found 
where a good teacher has also provided to be a good admiiii- 
nistrator. If besides this experience in administration, a per- 
son had some teaching experience also, that would only be 
an additional desirable qualification. 

While prescribing qualifications for the post of Asstt, 
Registrar we have treated experience of teaching also as coun- 
ting towards the experience required for eligiblity for being 
considered for this post. We have done this deliberately, be- 
cause we felt that persons who had worked as lecturers in a 
College or an University for a period of three years should 
also be considered eligible for this post though they 
may not have had any administrative experience in a suitable 
assignment. To our mind, the lack of experience in an admi- 
nistrative capacity would not come in the way of effectively 
discharging the duties required of the post of the Assistant 
Registrar. 

The Committee was informed that there is a statutory 
Selection Committee for selecting the Registrar. We feel that 
the Dy, Registrar and the Asstt. Registra should be selected 
by a Committee consisting of the following : — 
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, 1. Vice-Chancellor Chairman. 

2. A Deen of the University (To be nominated by the 

Vice-Chancellor). 

3. Two experts not in the (To be nominated by the

Rules of Vice-Chancellor's Student's Aid Fund 

Preamble With a view to promote, organise and develop a 
Students' Aid Fund in the University of Rajas- 
than, Jaipur, for helping the needy students pur-

1. The Faculty considered a letter No, 3494/70 dated 
the 1st April, 1970 from the Principal, J.L. Nehru Medical 
College, Ajmer regarding minimum percentage of attendance 
for appearing at the M.B., B,S. Examination as desired by 
Dr. S.K. Sharma vide his letter dated 28.8.70. 

Resolved that status-quo be maintained. 

2. The Faculty considered the recommendation contained 
in its Res. No. 2 dated 22nd Nov., 1969 referred back by the 
Academic Council vide its Res. No. 2 dated 13th February, 
1970, with the observation that it was not m favour of retain- 
ing the present requirement of five years* experience as Head 
of the Department for the post of Principal of a Medical 
College as that would deprive even senior persons working 
as Professors in a department having more than one Professor 
to ever become Principal of a College merely on the ground 
that he did not work as a Head of the Department, which 
would not be academically sound. 

Resolved to reiterate that the requirement of possessing 
experience of at least five years as Head of the Department 
for the post of a Principal of a Medical College be retained 
in view of the folloywing : — 

(i) Heads of Departments are ex-officio members of the 
the Faculty. They also become Conveners of the 
Boards of Studies and by virtue of their being Con- 
veners they are members of the Academic Council, 

(ii) Heads of Departments acquire administrative exper- 
ience which is very necessary for the post of a 
Principal. 

(iii) Heads of Departments are examiners of post- 
giaduate examinations. 
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(iv) In the M.B , B.S. Examinations when there are 
more than two examiners they act as Convener. 

(v) Since the experience as Head of the Department is 
required for the Principals of colleges in some 
other Faculties also, there is no reason why it 
should not be retained in the case of a Medical 
College.

22. With reference to the recommendation No. 12-dated 
22.11.69 of the Faculty of Medicine & Pharmaceutics reco- 
mmending amendments to 0.65 in respect of minimum quali- 
fications for teachers in Medical Colleges, it was reported that 
the Syndicate at its meeting held on 11th April, 1970 referred 
back the minimum qualifications recommended for Readers 
and Lecturers in Forensic Medicine for re-consideration with 
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the observation that the Syndicate was not in favour of lower- 
ing down the minimum qualifications as Forensic Medicine 
was a subject of examination and involved a lot of medico- 
legal work. 

In this connection the Faculty considered letter No. 
15688 dated the 18th November, 1970 from the Principal, 
S.P. Medical College, Bikaner suggesting a criteria for promo 
tion of teachers in Forensic Medicin to higher ranks in view 
of (i) the report of the Medical Education Committee— 1969 
of the Government of India to the effect that the Head of the 
Department of Forensic Medicine be a Professor and (ii) and 
there is acute dearth of teachers in Forensic Medicine. 

Resolved to recommend that the academic qualifications 
for the post of Reder and Assistant Professor/Lecturer in 
Forensic Medicine be the same as for Professor/ Additional 
Professor and Associate Professor in that subject. 

Resolved to recommend further that as there was still 
acute dearth of teachers in Forensic Medicine possessing the 
requisite qualifications, a provision be made for granting rela- 
xation from the minimum academic qualifications in invidi- 
vidual cases on merits of each case. 

23. Arising out of the fore-going resolutions Nos. 18 and 
22 of these minutes, the Faculty recommended the following 
consequential amendments to 0.65-VII of the University Hand 
Book Part II in respect of the minimum qualifications for 
teachers in tha Medical Colleges : 

(I) In para 6 of the Ordinance insert the 
words— “and in the subject of Forensic 
Medicine*’ between the words— ‘Surgery’ 
and the qualifications’ so that the para 
will read as follows : 
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’'‘In case of specialities under Medi- 
cine and Surgery and in the subjects 
of Forensic Medicine the qualifications 
and experience should also be as sche- 
duled below but in case the post has 
been advertised and suitable candida- 
tes are not available, the qualifications 
can be relaxed", 

(II) In the academic qualifications for the 
posts of Assistant Professor/Lecturer in 
the subjects of Anatomy* Physiology, 
Pharmacology, Pathology and Microbio- 
logy. Preventive and Social Medicine, 
Chest disease Veneriology and Derma- 
tology, Anaesthesiology and Radiology 
the alternative qualifications be deleted 
so that the academic qualifications for 
these posts will be the same as for the 
higher post, 

(III) In the academic qualifications for the 
post of Reader and Assistant Professor/ 
Lecturer in Dentistry delete — “B.D.S. 
preferably with M.B., B.S." and put 
‘ditto'so that the academic qualifications 
will be the same as for Professors, 

(IV) Under teaching experience for the post 
of Assistant Professor/Lecturcr in Me- 
dicine, Surgery, Obstetrics & Gynacco- 
logy. Paediatrics, Chest Diseases, Psychi- 
atry, Veneriology and Dermatology, 
Medical Specialities, Orthopaedics, Ana- 
esthesiology, Radiology, E.N.T,, Oph- 
thalmology, Surgical Specialities, Denti- 
stry, the words— ‘Tutor/Registrar* be re- 
placed by ‘Tutor/Demonstrator/Registrar^ 
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24, With reference to its Resolution No, 17 dated the 

22nd November, 1969 the Faculty considered the following 
suggestions of Prof. K.L. Varma (Member Syndicate) as con- 
tained in his letter No. 4 dated the 24th November, 
1970 : 

(a) The system of fictitious Roll Nos. already 
obtaining at the various Post-graduate Exa- 
minations of the University be intro 
duced. 

(b) Examiners in Theory papers should be enti- 
rely different from those appointed as Piacti- 
cal Examiners and must not be connected 
with any of the Medical Colleges in Rajas- 
than. 

(c) Marks in Theory papers should be submitted 
directly by the examiners to 'the Registrar, 
University of Rajasthan. 

(d) Among ‘Instructions to Examiners' issued 
by the University there should be one to the 
effect that the marks shall be entered both 
in figures and words and duly initialled by 
the examiners. 

Resolved to )€Cor7wi€nd that status*quo be mainta- 
ined.* 

25. At this stage the Dean apprised the Faculty of the 
receipt of a representation made to him by the students of 
the Final M.B„ B.S. and the Second M.B., B.S, class of the 
S.M.S, Medical College, Jaipur requesting for postponing 
the date of the ensuing examinations from 2nd December to 
15th December, 1970. 

The Faculty considered the request very sympathetically 
but resolved that the same be not acceded to as the cnt*re 
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programme of practical examinations was fixed up in consul- 
tion with the external examiners whose acceptance had already 
been received m almost all the subjects and any change in the 
dates was apt to upset the entire programme. 

The meeting ended at 4.45 p.m. with a vote of thanks 
to the Chair.

(B) As regards syllabus at the post~Graduate 
Level It suggested that 


( 5 ) a list of full and half courses may be 
prepared according to the availablity 
of teaching competence, 

( it) it may be possible for a student to 
offer two full courses as a topic to give 
specialisation in that topic. Such a 
student would prepare himself for 
research m this topic. 

(lii) a student who wishes to learn the subject 
for becoming a teacher, he may offer 
4 half courses governing a variety of 
topics to have an extensive view of the 
subject, [n fact the students may have 
to chose one full and two half courses. 

(C) For very few bright students it may be 
suggested that they may be encouraged to do 
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some self-study on pre-assigned topics which 
are not included in the curriculum and they 
may be assessed entirely on that as far as 
sessional marks are concerned.

2. The number of Members of the Committees will not

and (b) Surgery and allied specialities add three in the rest. 
As far as possible the various sub-specialities and various 
under-graduate and Post-graduate Medical Colleges will be 
fairly represented. 

3. The various Committees will be constiteled by the 
Board of Studies in Medicine for a period of 3 vears from 
the Heads of the Under -graduate and Post-graduate Depart- 
ments of the Affiliated Medical Colleges in rotation, 

4. The various Post-graduate Medical Education and 
Research Committees shall have a Convener appointed by 
itsalf m the following order of preference among its 
members : — 

( i ) Member of Board of Studies in Medicine, 

(ii ) Principals of post-graduate Colleges being 
Heads of the Post-graduate Departments, 
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(iii) Heads of the Post-graduate Departments. 

5. The function of the Post-graduate Medical Education 
and Recearch Committees shall be : — 

( i ) To recommend courses of Study, curricula 
and Scheme of examinations, qualifications 
of teachers and examiners of under-graduate 
and post-graduate degrees and diplomas in 
the subject and its allied specialities. 

( ii) To approve the subject of thesis. 

(iii) To advise on all matters relating thereto 
referred to them by the Syndicate or Acade- 
mic Council of Faculty of Medicine or Board 
of Studies. 

(iv) The post-graduate Medical Education and 
Research Committees may bring to the notice 
of the Faculty of Medicine of Academic 
Council of Syndicate matters connected with 
the examinations in the subjects or speciali- 
ties and may also address to the Board of 
Studies in Medicine on any matters with 
the improvement of the courses therein.

Obstetrics and Gynaecology, 100 marks. 
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3. Resolved to recommend that candidates who have 
been registered for M.Sc. (Medical) previously may be permi- 
tted to appear in M.Sc. (Non-Medical) 

4. The Committee considered the following proposal 
of Dr. O.P. Gupta, Professor of Pathology, R.N.T. Medical 
College, Udaipur as contained in his letter No. Path/741, 
dated 12.8.70. 

(1) There should be separate M.D, Pathology and 
M.D. (Bacteriology) as in other University, 
e.g. Bombay, Calcutta, Madras, Delhi, etc., 
according to the recommendation of Indian 
Medical Council. A separate course of M.D. 
(Bacteriology) should be laid down.

nances. The Faculty already recommended previously that 
the Degree Examination be held in May and December, from 
1971 onwards. These amendments have not yet been made in 
0-278-G-4. 


6. Resolved to recommend that the external examiner 
who is the paper setter of Papers I and II should send these 
papers to the Second External examiner who is the Paper 
setter for Papers III and IV to avoid over lapping of questions 
in the case of the Post-Graduate Degree examination. The 
relevant Ordinance may be amended. In case of Diploma exa- 
mination Paper setter for Papers I and II or III should send 
the paper/papers to the second external examiner.

. The Vice-Chancellor apprised the Syndicate of the situa- 
tion leading to the closure of the University for the period 
from 13th November, 1970 to 25tb November, 1970 in conne- 
ction with the 27 point demands received by him on the 10th 
November, 1970 from the President, Rajasthan University 
Students’ Union together with the replies given thereto by the 
University and the Press Notifications issued by the Univer- 
sity on the 7th and 13th November, 1970. The local members 
of the Syndicate had already been informed by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor about the whole situation at a meeting convened on 16th 
November, 1970. 


Further, the Vice-Chancellor informed the Syndicate 
about the whole situation in connection with the boycotting 
of the M.B.,B.S. Examinations of December, 1970 by a section 
of the students of the various affiliated medical colleges. The 
Syndicate noted that the advice of the Faculty of Medicine 
And Pharmaceutics about it had earlier been obtained at its 
meeting held on 26th November, 1970 and that as advised by 
the Dean of the Faculty an emergency meeting of the Faculty 
was being convened on 23rd December, 1970 to consider the 
situation. 

1. The minutes of the meeting of the Syndicate held on 
7th November, 1970 were confirmed with the following modi- 
fications : 

( i ) The words-“its emplopees for” occurring in 
Resolution No. 15 be deleted. 

(ii ) The following Resolution No. 10(A) be inserted 
in the minutes : 

“10(A). With reference to the Syndicate Reso- 
lution No. 13 dated the 16th May, 1970 the 
Vice-Chancellor placed the report dated 8th 
March, 1970 of the Committee (consisting of 
Dr. K.C. Khanna, Prof. G. C. Pande and Prof. 
K.L.Varma) regarding creation of three Depart- 
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ments of Commerce in the University School 
of Commerce. 

Resolved that the report be implemented. 
It was further resolved that the report be kept 
in the secret records.”

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Shri K.K. Sharma, University Lecturer in Botany, while they 
were in the Government service, did not opt for the revised 
scale of pay viz Rs. 285-800 which was brought into opera- 
tion there with effect from the 1st September, 1961, (ii) they 
opted for this scale with effect from the dates of their next 
increment viz.

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APPENDIX I 

Ref> Res. no. 8 of the minutes of the Syndicate held on 

14th Dec. 1970. 

The Standing Consultative Committee during the course 
of its three sittings on 18th Sept, 1970, 4th and 5th Nov, 1970 
examined the representation of Shri T.N, Bhatnagar, Lecturer 
in Physics and also interviewed him in order to clarify the issue 
involved m his case. Shri S. Kalyani*s name appeared at 
number 1 and the name of Shri T. N. Bhatnagar appeared at 
SI. No. 2 on the reserve list prepared by the Screening Com- 
mittee. 

A request was made to the Government of Rajasthan in 
October 1962 to send these two lecturers on deputation. But 
it so appears that the Government did not intimate to either 
of them. Since the University could not wait for long, it 
withdraw its offer by the end of 1962 and made fresh appoint- 
ments of Lecturers to fill the vacant posts. 

Later on both Shri A. Kalyani and Shri T, N, Bhatnagar 
came to know about the offer made by the University. Shri 
A. Kalyani was prepared to join the University subject to the 
condition that his wife was also appointed as Lecturer in the 
Department of Mathematics. As an assurance of this kind 
could not be given, Shri Kalyani did not join the University 
service. 

In the meantime, Shri Bhatnagar had joined the Univer- 
sity of Jodhpur as a Lecturer in the Department of Physics on 
the basis of his second option given at the time of merger. 
While at Jodhpur Shri Bhatnagar learnt from the Direcior of 
Education that the offer of deputation had been withdrawn. 
He wrote to the Registrar of this University vide his letter 
dated 29th January, 1963 that he had not received the original 
offer from the Goverment of Rajasthan, otherwise he would 
have certainly joined. 

In March 1963, the Government was informed in reply 
to an enquiry that Shri Bhatnagar could not be absorbed aga- 
inst a vacancy, Subsequently, however, the Vice*~Chancenor 
decided on 6, 4, 1963 that- 

We should get proper application on the printed 
form from Mr. Bhatnagar. He will not betaken on 
deputation any longer. This should be made 
clear to him. He will be treated as a new candi- 
date to be judged by the Selection Committee.*' 
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Shri Bhatnagar was required to fill an application form. 
Later when a permanent post fell vacant. Consequent upon. 
Dr. Bhatwadekar’s appointment as Reader, Slin Sonawala 
expressed his willingness to take him. The Vice-Chancellor 
then ordered that Shn Bhatnagar may be offered a substan- 
tive appointment on one year’s probation and may be telegra- 
phically informed and asked to join on 6th August. A tele- 
gram was issued on 3.8.1963 and Shri Bhatnagar joined the 
University on 9.8.1963. He was confirmed on 9.8.1964. The 
question of appointing him as a fresh candidate after his being 
selected by a Selection Committee according to the Statute 
was not pursued. 


While Shri Bhatnagar was still on probation. Director of 
College Education enquired m June, 1964 presumably because 
no statutory selection had been held before appointing him, 
if he would be taken on deputation. He was informed that 
because Shri Bhatnagar had been appointed at his own re- 
quest, it was not possible to consider him on deputation. 
After this, Shri Bhatnagar was required by the Government 
to submit an application for extra-ordinary leave which he 
did under protest in July, 19t*5 which, incidentally, was for- 
warded by the University to the Government after six months 
laier m December, 1965. He represented his case for deputa- 
tion in November 1966 and again in January 1967 at which 
certain as amount of correspondence followed between the 
University and the Director of College Education in which the 
question was raised that the University would not accept any 
financial liability in any form. By implication it was clear 
that the University having not followed the correct and inten- 
ded procedure of appointment, was not willing to accept this 
person on deputation if the Government accepted the finan- 
cialliability. This issue was never clinched and the matter 
f or all practical purposes rests at this point. 


At this stage reference should be made to the recom- 
mendation of a Committee consisting of Dr. M. Y. Mathur, 
Shri V V. John which was set up on 3rd July, 1963. It expre- 
ssed the view that RES people joining later should be consi- 
dered at par with the original lot in the matter of absorption 
in the University. Shn Bhatnagar's representation is that he 
is entitled to be treated as on deputation having been absor- 
bed from the reserve list. He has referred the case of Shri 
S. S. Mittal, Lecturer in Mathematics, who was also on the 
reserve list and who; like Shn Bhatnagar, was at first appoin- 
ted by the University on probation as a fresh candidate but 
was later on treated as on deputation. 
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The position taken by the University in the first instance 
was that as the Government had not responded inspite 
of several reminder and as teaching was suffering 
for want of teachers, it found no alter-native to 
withdrawing the offer and making fresh appointments by open 
selection. After this action had been taken, Shri Bhatnagar 
had no claim for absorption. Later on, the University deci- 
ded to take him as a fresh candidate and as an RES vacancy 
existed it made him an offer of appointment on probation for 
one year. This offer cannot be treated as a fresh appoint- 
ment made on the recommendation of a Selection Committee 
and has to be treated as having been made on the same basis 
which applied to other R. E. S. personnel and which was ori- 
ginally contemplated in his case. The Govt, enquiry after his 
appointment whether he was to be treated on deputation as 
originally contemplated was correctly made. Only the Uni- 
versity raised' the issue of financial liability. 

, * 1 

According to thedegal aspect of ’this case, it is also not 
disputed that Shri Bhatnagar was confirmed on the' post of 
Lecturer without facing the Selection Committee as constitu- 
ted under the Statute 20 of the University Hand Book Part II/ 
He was appointed primarily on the basis of the reserve list 
prepared by the Screening Committee, If Shri Bhatnagsr was 
to be appointed as a fresh candidate there is no 'reason why 
he should not have been appointed through' Open selection. 
Whether the University could appoint him as a fresh candi- 
date taking him from the reserve list is thus open to question. 
In our view, this could not be done because both these meth- 
ods of appointment by absorption from the reserve list or by 
open selection are mutually exclusive. 


We have carefully considered the case of Shri Bhatnagar 
in the light of the decision taken by the University in the case 
of Shri S.S. Mittal. We don't find any substantial difference 
between these two cases merely because Shri Bhatnagar was 
required to put up his, application on the prescribed form 
while Shri Mittal did not do so. The fact remains that as in* 
the case of Shri Bhatnagar, an offer was made to Shri Mittia 
on 4,9.1963 to take him as a fresh candidate. 'Shri Bhatnagar 
accepted the offer on the basis of an application. Mr. Mittal 
accepted the same by joining the appointment' on one year's 
probation and without making an application. Later on the 
request of the State Government he was treated on deputa- 
tion. Both Mr., Mittal and Mr. Bhatnagar were taken from 
the reserve list and were not appointed by open selection and 
thus both these cases are substantially similar. 
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The Committee, therefore, recommends that Shri T. N, 
Bhatnagar may be considered as having been taken on deputa* 
tion during the period of his probation. In making this reco- 
mmendation, the Committee has also taken into consideration 
the financial aspect of this case. On rough estimates given by 
the office, it works out about Rs. 4,500/- in the shape of — 

(a) arrears to be paid to Shri Bhatnagar on account 
of re-fixation of his pay. 

(b) payment of leave and pension contribution to 
the State Government for the period of Shri 
Bhatnagar's one year deputation in the Univer- 
sity which would have been duly paid in due 
course as in other cases. 

In regard to [b), however, the University should appro- 
ach the Government again in continuation to the latter of 
January 1967 and other subsequent communications in order 
to get them to accept the financial liability on the score of 
pension etc.

Shri Ashok Fouzdar, a student of II Year T. D. C. Art. 
of M.S.J. College, Bharatpur has been charged for misbehavis 
our, while appearing in the examination of II Year T. D. C 
(Arts) Examination on 28th of April, 1970 in the morning 
. ours. 

2. From the facts available on the file it is clear that 
there were 3 Invigilators in the Examination Hall in the mor- 
ning session of 28th April, 1970, that is, Shri M.K. Maharishi, 
Shn Somnath Singh and Shri O.D. Gupta. Shri P.L. Chatur- 
vedi was invigilator in room No. 12 which had a common 
door between the room and the examination hall where Shri 
Ashok Eouzdar, bearing Roll No 2571 was sitting. From the 
office record it is evident that Shri Somnath Singh, invigilator 
saw the aforesaid candidate Shri Ashok Fouzdar, bearing- 
Roll No. 2571, indulging in talks with another candidate bear- 
ing Roll No. 2622. Shn Somnath Singh warned the candidate 
not to indulge in talks during the examination hours which 
was not relished by Shn Ashok Fouzdar. Immediately Shri 
M.K. Maharishi who was standing in the last row in that very 
Hall (as per his statement) reached on the spot where Shri 
Fouzdar was sitting. There was a lot of noise in the Hall. 

3. The seat of Shn Ashok Fouzdar was near the comm- 
on door between the Hall and the Room No. 12. Since Shri 
Cliaturvcdi was in Room No. 12, he also came near the com- 
mon door between Room No. 12 and the Hall hearing the 
noise. 

4. While Shri Somnath Singh was talking to Shn Ashok 
Fouzdar, Shri P. L. Chaturvedi casually remarked that he 
should have greater respect for Shri Somnath Singh who is 
very senior in age. He also told that even the lecturers who 
are his colleagues have respect for him. He advised Shri 
Ashok Fouzdar to remove his chair a little forward so as to 
avoid any chance of complaint as the other seat of the candi- 
date bearing Roll No 2622 was quite close to him. Shn 
Ashok Fouzdar refused to obey the instructions and used 
abusive language like Bastard, Mool’ for the invigilators. He 
also questioned the property of Shri Chaturvedi’s presence 
there. According to the candidate, Shri Chaturvedi had no 
jurisdiction or right to say anything when he was appointed 

nvigilator for Room No. 12. 
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5. The matter was brought to the notice of the Principal 
both by the invigilator and the candidate himself. The Principal 
went into the Hall and handed over the answer-book to Shri 
Ashok Fouzdar to answer the questions. The reason was that 
Shri Ashok Fouzdar left the room without giving any intima- 
tion that he was going to see the Principal. He left his seat 
without seeking permission from the invigilators and as such 
his answer-book was picked up from his table. 

6. It is a clear case of mis-behaviour of the examinee 
during the examination. The Principal also did not take pains 
to enquire the matter from Shri O. D. Gupta, invigilator, or 
from the candidate bearing Roll No. 2622 to ascertain the 
truth. 

7. This is a peculiar case where in the charges and 
counter-charges have been levelled by the invigilator as well 
as by the examiner against each other. The invigilators 
referedto above have levelled a charge of grave mis-behaviour 
against the candidate while the candidate has made a 
complaint against Shri P. L. Chaturvedi on the following 
grounds : — 

( i ) Snatching his answer-book during examination 
time. 

(ii ) Shri P.L. Chaturvedi and Shri Meharishi were 
talking at the door just near his seat and there 
by disturbed him and other examinees during 
examination time; and 

(iii) Beating him on the night of 28th April, 1970. 

8. This matter was enquired into by a Committee 
constituted vide order dated 6th July, 1970. The Committee 
also examined the respective invigilators as well as the candi- 
date, to ascertain the truth. This was also done with a view 
to provide an opporortuniiy to Shri Ashok Fouzdar of hearing 
and to observe principles of natural justice. 

9. Shri Chaturvedi in the course of his statement before 
the Committee has clearly stated that the examinees sitting 
in Room No. 12 were disturbed on account of the utterances 
of Shri Ashok Fouzdar. It was his duty as an invigilator to 
stop the disturbance caused on account of the talks between 
Shri Ashok Fouzdar and Shri Somnath Singh and Shri 
Mehrishi. 
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10. The Commftee has gone through the statements of 
Shri Somnath Singh, Shri M. K. Mehrishi, Shri P. L. Chatur- 
vaedi, and Principal of M. S. J. College, Bharatpur and the 
statement of Shri Ashok kumar Fouzdar and has given its 
anxious consideration to the matter to ascertain the truth.

11. From these statements as well as from the letter 
written by the Principal to the Registrar dated 4th June, 1970, 
it is clear that Shri Fouzdar was served with a charge-sheet 
and he submitted his reply to the said charge-sheet where in 
he stated the following ; —

11. The Principal also wrote to the father of Shri Ashok 
Fouzdar for his alleged misbehaviour. The Principal as 
mentioned in the said letter also made enquiries from other 
students who were sitting in the hall when Shri Ashok Fouz- 
dar was sitting about the said incident. 

12. Shri Ashok Fouzdar has denied the charge of mis- 
behaviour and complained that Shri Chaturvedi and Shri 
Mehrishi were talking to each other which disturbed him. 
His plea is that he requested them not to disturb him. He 
also stated that his seat was forcibly removed and his answer- 
book was snatched away by Shri P. L. Chaturvedi. It is 
evident from the Principal’s report that the version of Shri 
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Fouzdar that he did not misbehave was found to be incorrect. 
This fact cannot be brushed aside and the Committee has to 
take note of this fact. 

13. The Principal has mentioned in his letter referred to 
above that Shri Chaturvedi is in the habit of talking to his 
friends in the examination room about which he was infor- 
med. The Principal believed the version of the examinee 
with regard to snathing away his (examinee) answer*book on 
28th April, 1970. The Principal's view is that since there 
were three invigilators in the hall, they were competent 
enough to deal with the situation and Shri Chaturvedi *s 
entry into hall was unwarranted and against the rules. 

14- During the course of enquiry, it was disclosed that 
Shri Ashok Fouzdar's father went in the evening to the 
residence of Principal and apologised for the misbehaviour 
of his soo% and assured him of his good behaviour in futher. 
The Principal advised the father to take his son to the resi- 
dence of the above mentioned invigilatars, so that his son 
might apologise for his misbeheviour. Shri Ashok Fouzdar 
went to the house of Shn J. P. Dixni where Shri Chaturvedi 
was happened to be present. Shri Ashok Fouzdar apolo- 
gised for his misbehaviour, Shri Chaturvedi told Shn Ashok 
Fouzdar not to worry about the incident radier prepare him- 
self for the next paper of the examinatm. According to the 
version of Shri Fouzdar, while he was returning he met about 
40-50 persons, who surrounded him at the instance of Shri 
P, L. Chaturvedi. A report is alleged to have been made to 
the police about this incident, fn the light of these facts, 
two points deserve considcrlion 

( i ) How far the charges levelled against Shri P.L. 
Chaturvedi are proved. 

(li ) Whether Shri Ashok Fouzdar was beaten dy 
40 to :50 persons at the inslence of Shri P.L. 
Chaturvedi. 

« 

The Committee perused all the papers concerning it 
and the evidence recorded before the Committee. After 
going through the evidence on record it is rather difficult to 
believe the version of Shri Ashok Kumar Fouzdar with regard 
to his being beaten by 40-50 persons on the night of 28lh 
April, 1970 at the instance of Shri P.L. Chaturvedi while he 
was going to his residence after making apology to his respe- 
ctive invigilators. This story has been purposely and inte- 
ntionally concocted with a view to avoid the consequences 
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resulting out of his misbehaviour. It has been clearly stated 
by Shri Chaturvedi that Shri Ashok Fouzdar informed him 
through certain persons that if Shri Chaturvedi was prepared 
to withraw his complaint against Shri Ashok Fouzdar, he 
would not press his complaint lodged befose the police. Shri 
Chaturvedi flatly turned dowen this offer. He further stated 
that since the matter was reported to the University and it 
wes for the Principal to take the decision and not for him. 

From what has been stated above, it is evident that Shri 
Ashok Kumar Fouzdar misbehaved with his invigilator Shri 
Somnath Singh. He aho did not spare Shri P.L. Chaturvedi 
and used filthy and abusive language. He deserves punish- 
ment. 

15. The Centre Superintendent of Examination is fully 
empowered to take decision in the matter and punish the 
examinee for his misbehaviour which he failed to do. There 
is no provision either under the Act, Statutes, Ordinances 
for directly dealing with such cases. The Syndicate 
being the main executive authority can consider the matter 
and may in exercise of its executive power take suitable 
action in the matter.

The Committee appointed by the Syndicate vide its 
Resolution No. 44 dated the I7th November, 7969 in conne- 
ction with the question of revising the present scales for the 
teachers of affiliated colleges, had five sittings viz., 14th Fe- 
bruary, 1970, 8th March, 1970, i8th April, 1970, 13th August, 
1970 and 6th November, 1970.

2. The Committee noted that — (i) consequent upon the 
revision of pay-scales of teachers in th^ Government affilia- 
ted colleges and the colleges aided by the State Government 
on the basis of the Ranawat Pay Commission Report, it was 
in the fitness of things that the minimum pay scales as laid 
down in the University Hand Book Pt. II be also upgraded 
and (ii) the Syndicate vide its Res. No. 45 dated l/2nd May, 
1969 had agreed to revise the pay scales on the pattern of the 
State Government. 

3. The Committee also took note of the following :

(b) Recommendation No. 19 dated 22/23rd Decem- 
ber, 1969 passed by the Faculty of Education 
referred to this Committee by the Academic 
Council vide its Res No. 4 (11) dated the 15tb 
February, 1970 with the observation that the 
Council agreed to the same in principal. The 
gist of ihis recommendation of the Faculty is 
that in S. 30 (1) O. 66 and O. 67-1 it should 
be incorporated that the teachers of all the affi- 
liated colleges will be paid salary, grade and 
Dearness Allowance and other allowances as 
prescribed by the State of Rajasthan from time 
to time. 


(c) Letter dated 7th April, 1970 from the General

1970 
from the General Secretry, RUCTA forward- 
ing a copy of letter addressaed by him to the 
Education Secretary, Rajasthan suggesting revi- 
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sion of the salary scales of P. T. Is and Libra- 
rians in colleges so as to be at par with that of 
Lecturers viz., Rs. 375-850, 

(e) Letter No. nil dated 21. 10. 70 from Shri R.L. 
Sanadhya, President, Rajasthan Library Asso- 
ciation, Ajmer Unit c/o S.D. Govt.

4. The Committee had asked the office to collect infor- 
mation from the Principals of the non-Government affiliated 
colleges about the current pay scales of the teachers in their 
respective colleges and in case they were law the reasons for 
not paying them according to the grades as laid down by the 
University in 0.66. The information thus collected was care- 
fully perused and it helped the Committee in sizing up the 
problems and making its recommendations. A perusal of 
the information so collected revealed that most of the colleges 
were giving pay scales to the teachers as per minimum norms 
prescribed by the University under 0.66, but Dearness Allow- 
ance was given on Government rates by such colleges only as 
were getting grant-in-aid from the Government. In other 
cases either no dearness allowance was being paid or it was 
paid at nominal rates. 


5, The Committee considered it desirable to invite Shri 
H.C. Rara, General Secretary of the RUCTA so that he might 
explain the view-point of the RUCTA about its suggestion 
for having three types of pay scales viz., ordinary, senior and 
selection as stated in his letter cited above. Shri Rara was

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The Faculty considered the siuation arising out of the 
boycotting of the December. 1970 examinations 

by some students. In this connection the Faculty also con • 
sidered a memorandum submitteed by the members of the 
so-called Action Committee of all the Medical Colleges of 
Rajasthan, to the Vice-Chancellor containing the following 
demands ; 

(1) That the second attempt for Final 
examination instead of being conducted in May 
should be shifted to second week of March. 
(This year due to special circumstance the 
March attempt should be given in the first week 
of April) 

(2) That the Final M.B.,B.S. examination which 
were boycotted by the students should be held 
again with the prior notice of three weeks by 
the University and it should not be counted as 
an attempt. 

(3) The Second M.B.,B.S. examination should be 
held again for those who have bycotted it and 
should be held with final M.B.,B.S. exami- 
nation beside the May attempt. 

(4) There should be no compulsion regarding atten- 
dance for the remanded students of all levels 
of M.B.,B.S. Examinations. 

(5) The students who are stopped from appearing 
in the examination because of shortage of 
attendance should be detained in the subject 
or subjects in which their attendance is short 
and not in all the subjects. 

(6) The internship period should finish by 31st 
December for those who passed in first attempt, 
in all circumstances so that the doctors can 
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apply for jobs outsied Rajasthan which started 
from 15th January usually. 

After considering the pros and cons of the entire 
matter the Faculty made the following recommendations in 
respect of the demands put forth by the Action Committee, 
seriatim, 

I. Status-quo be maintained and the Final M.B., 
B.S. examination be continued to be held in 
the months of May and December. 

2 & 3, In view of the fact that a very large number 
of students could not take the second and the 
Final M,B.,B.S. examinations of December, 
1970 even though they wished to appear at the 
same, the University be requested to arrange 
for holding the same examinations again some 
time towards the end of January, 1971 or the 
beginning of February, 1971 at the latest. All 
students who could not appear or appeared 
but failed at the December, 1970 examinations 
be permitted to appear at the examinations to 
be held in January/February, 1971 and the 
appearance at the examination of December, 
1970 and/or January/February, 1971 be counted 
as only one attempt. 

The Faculty further recommended that a 
Commitiee conisting of (i) the Dean and (ii) 
Convener, Board of Studies in Medicine be 
appointed to examine the administrative prob- 
lems arising out of the aforesaid recommend- 
ation and give its suggestions to the Vice-Chan- 
cellor for over-coming them. 

4. Status-quo be maintained and remanded stu- 
dents be required to put in minimum attendance 
before they are allowed to appear at the exami- 
nation. 
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5. The request be not acceded to. 

6. The Faculty observed that relaxation in intern- 
ship period could be made by the University 
on merits of each case upto 30 days only so as 
to conform with the Rules of the Medical 
Council of India. 

The meeting ended at 4.00 p.m. with a vote of thanks 
to the Chair.

17.3.72 allowed the admission of a candidate who passed the 
M.A. Examination of Agra University (recognised) and also 
the B.A. Examination from Gurukul Vishwa Vidyalaya, 
Brindawan (not recognised) with two teaching subjects. 

Resolved that (i) the order of the Vice-Chancellor be 
confirmed and (ii) for future the words’ or Master’s Degree’ 
occurring in 0. 320 be deleted. 

Resolved further to recommend that consequent upon 
the above recommendation of the Faculty and its earlier 
recommendation as contained in its foregiong Resolu- 
tions Nos. 2 (VI) & 4 (II) of these minutes, 0.320 of the 
University Hand Book Pt. II regarding admission of candi- 
dates to the B. Ed. course be re-written so as to read as 
under 
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“A teacher teaching a subject under the paper — 
‘Content-cum-Methodology of teaching school 
subjects’ of the B.Ed.examination should possess, 
in addition to the qualifications prescribed above, 
at least a second -class Master’s Degree in 
the subject and he should have offered the 
subject as a teaching subject at the B. Ed. 
examination.” 

8. The Faculty dropped consideration of the suggestions 
of Principal K.C. Tandon, Gramothan Vidyapecth Shiksha 
Mahavidyalaya, Sangaria as contained in his letter No. 
GVSM/1040/70 dated the 3rd August, 1970 as the same were 
withdrawn by him in the meeting. 

9. The Faculty perused the proposals ofShri G. M. 
Yajnik, Lecturer, Govt. Teachers Training College, Ajmer 
as contained in his letter dated the 7th March, 1970 and 
referred the same to the committee appointed vide faregoing 
Res. No. 2 (III) of these minutes. 

10. The Faculty confirmed the orders dated 25th July, 
1970 of the Vice-Chancellor to the effect that since— (i) there 
was a proposal from the NCERT for changing the scheme of 
B.Sc. B.Ed. Examinations. 

(ii) there were some deficiencies in the scheme and 
courses recommended by the Board of Studies for the B.Sc. 
(Pass) B.Ed. and B.Sc. (Hons.) B.Ed. examinations and (li) 
the Regional College of Education, Ajmer had decided not 
to start B.Sc. (Hons.) B. Ed. course this year, the existing 
courses of study for the B.Sc. B.Ed. examinations a printed 
in the 1969 edition of the syllabus be repeated with one 
modification that the subject of English be dropped from the 
Third Year B.Sc. B.Ed. examinaiion as recommended by the 
Faculty of Education vide its Resolution No. 4 dated 
17.3,1970 and approved by the Academic Council vide its 
Resolution No. 8 dated 21.4.1970. 
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11. The Faculty considered substituting the word — 
“In the same year” by “within a peroid of three years from 
the year” in0.ll5(L) of the Univ. HandBookPt. H as sugges- 
ted by the Principal, Nehru Shiksha Mahavidyalaya. 
Sangaria vide his letter No. I)VSM/1357/70 dated the 26th 
Sept. 1970. 

Resolved that the above suggestion be not accepted. 

12. The Faculty considered the follavving proposals of 
three Craft Instructors working in the Teacher's Training 
Colleges at Ajmer as contained in their letter dated 
3.10.1970 :

Resolved that the proposals be not accepted. 

13. The Faculty considered the following three propo- 
sals of Shri S.L. Jain (ex-Member, Faculty of Education) 
Lecture.-, Govt. T. T, College, Bikaner as contained in his 
letter dated 29th August, 1970 : 
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(1) This University recognises M. Ed' degree 
earned by vacation courses. It is a misfor- 
tune that teachers from Rajasthan have to 
go to Nagpur, Poona Dharwar etc. to earn 
M.Ed. degrees through vacation courses. 

This University should start M.Ed. 
vacation courses form the coming session so 
that the progressive State of Rajasthan may 
not lag behind in this respect. It will be 
also useful if evening classes for M.Ed. 
degree are also started in some college. 

Since the University recognises M.Ed. 
degree earned through vacation courses, it is 
under moral obligation to start such vacation 
programmes for the benefit of the teachers. 
The best course is to allow teachers to work 
for M.Ed. degree as a private candidate and 
for dissertation, one can contact the experts 
for guidance. 

(2) The rules framed by this Faculty require 
that one can teach a particular school subject 
if one is qualified for it. This should be 
strictly applied in case of the practical 
examinations ofB.Ed. degree. The Board 
of Examiners should consist of persons from 
Humanities, Languages and Sciences. This 
will guarantee justice to the performance of 
pupil teachers in their school subjects. 

It will be a good tradition if the 
examiners give model lessons to the staff and 
students of the college concerned. This will 
help the staff to appreciate the depth in the 
lessions given by the examiners. The mono- 
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poly of the Principals cannot be allowed to 
oS on in the field of practical examinations. 

(3) Most of the teachers in the schools have to 
teach school subjects other than those 
offered at the B.Ed. level. Teaching experi- 
ence in respect of school subjects should 
also be considered an important factor. 
Hence one should be allowed to offer a 
school subject if one has put in five years of 
exeperience in that subject. The condition 
that one should have offerred both the school 
subjects at degree level does not sound 
realistic in view of the privailing circums- 
tances. 

Resolved to recommend as follows : 

(I) Ref : Proposal No. (I) : 

(a) Vacation of Evening courses for M.Ed. 
degree be not permitted in the Univer- 
sity. 

(b) A reference be made to the Univerties 
of Nagpur, Poona and Dharwar as to 
whether they allow M. Ed. degree by 
imparting vacation courses and if so the 
Ordinances/Rules/Regulations, the scheme 
of examination and syllabus for the 
same be referred to the Equivalence 
Committee for considering the question 
of their recognition. 

fll) Ref : Proposal No. (2) and (3) : 

Status-quo be maintained. 

\4. The Faculty appointed Principal K.C. Tandor, 
Gramothan Vidyapeeth Shiksha Mahavidyalaya, Sangaria as 
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a member of the Board of Studirs in Education vice Shri 
P.D. Sharraa, Ex-Principal, Regional College of Education, 
Ajmer for the residue of the term i.e. upto 31st July, 1972. 

15. It was reported to the Faculty that the Vice- 
Chancellor vide his orders dated 24.11.1970 accepted the 
‘Content’ syllabus for the Methods of Teaching Arts, 
Domestic Science and Music for the B. Ed. Examination of 
1971 as prepared by the Principal, Jialal Institute of Educa- 
tion, Ajmer and approved by the Dean, Faculty of Educa- 
tion because the ‘Content’ syllabus for these teaching subjects 
was not given in the B.Ed. syllabus of 1971 examination and 
some students of Jialal Institute of Education offered these 
subjects. 

Resolved to recommend ‘that (i) the orders of the Vice-r 
Chancellor be confirmed and (ii) the ‘Content’ syllabus for 
the aforesaid subjects as accepted for the B.Ed. examination 
of 1971 be repeated for the B.Ed. Exam, of 1972. 

16. The Faculty considered a proposal of Shn H.H.A. 
Bourai, Principal, Maharao Shekhaji Shiksha Mahavidyalaya, 
Jaipur as contained in his letter No. 283 dated 5th December, 
1970 to the effect that since a Lecturer or a Professor or a 
Principal of a B.Ed. college could hardly acquire the experi- 
ence of teaching a Post-graduate class in his college and if 
such a college was upgraded to the status of a Post-graduate 
college, one might be debarred under the existing minimum 
qualifications from becoming the Principal of such a college 
the minimum qualifications for the Principals of Post-gradu- 
ate colleges in the Faculty of Education be amended so as to 
read as follows : 

“At least a second class Post-graduate 
Degree (Arts, Science or Commerce) with 
Second class M.Ed. or Higher qualifications 
with a minimum professional experience of 
12 years, out of which 5 years should be as

Under Section 24 E (8) of the University Act, the 
Board elected Shri S.N. Srivastava, Principal, Jialal Institute 
of Education, Ajmer, as its Convener Dr. M.C. Singhal resi- 
gned from Convenership. 

1. Under Section 34(4) IV of the University Act, the 
Board elected Dr. I.B. Verma as a member to serve on the 
committed for the selection of examiners in different subjects 
for the year 1971. 

2. The Board went through the question papers and 
reportes of the different examinations held in 1970. 

It was observed by the Board that due to two optional 
subjects which every candidate has to take for practice tea- 
ching and due to there being two theory papers one in each of 
these subjects, the B.Ed. Examination gets unnecessarily 
prolonged for several days. As such some scheme should be 
evolved by the University so that the duration of the Exa- 
mination may be shortened. 

More-over, atleast the “Specialisation paper” may 
be kept in the beginning of B.Ed. examination on first day 
and that this latter part of the proposal be implemented by 
the University from the Examination of 1971. 

3. The Board went though the qualifications, experience 
of teaching of ^various teachers whose applications were rece- 
ived for examinationship and revised the panel for 1971. 
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4. The Board recommended the courses of study and 
textbooks together with changes in Regulations and ordinancs 
for the following Examinations : — 

(1) B.Ed. Examination, 1972. {No change) 

(2) M.Ed. Examinations, 1972. 

With regard to Theory papers at M.Ed. level the Board 
resolved that in place of two, there should be three compul- 
sory papers for all namely {») Philosophical and Sociological 
Foundations of Education (2) Research Methodology, and 

(3) Advanced Psychology in addition to this every candidate 
will take any two papers from any one area of specialization 
out of various areas of specialization provided in the syllabus. 

The Board further recommended that one more paper 
of Evaluation and Measurement be added to the Psychology 
group I in M.hd. 

With regard to suggestion of the Principal, Regional 
College of Education, Ajmer for introducing “Science Educa- 
tion'" as one more area of specialisation in M Ed there 
was again a sharp difference of opinion as^Science Education' 
does not fit in Areas of specialisation of “Education" as a 
discipline. Later on after long deliberations the 3oard resol- 
ved that in addition to existing eight areas of Specialisations 
one more area “Science Education" may be added as propo- 
sed under item No. 14. Further that the proposed Syllabus 
be revised by the Prir cipal so as to include sessional work. 

There was also much discussion in the meeting of the 
Board of Studies with regard to the existing scheme of M.Ed. 
Viva-Voce and with regard to M.Ed. guide who is also inter- 
nal Viva-Voce Examiner. Diverse opinions were expressed. 
Some stressed that the guide should necessarily be internal 
Viva-Voce Examiner whereas others impressed that there 
should be only one internal examiner and he may be Dean for 
all the candidates of all Colleges. 

After much discussion the Board resolved to recommend 
that in place of holding the Viva-Voce at different Colleges 
and by different exarainersit should be held in the University 
Office at Jaipur by two examiners. One internal examiner 
who will be Dean of the Faculty and the other examiner will 
be external. The Dean will be the convenor. This will result in 
uniformity and avoid the delay in Examination results in 
M.Ed. 
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It was further resolved that the M.Ed. examiners in 
Theory papers. Dissertation & Viva should be different to 
avoid many marks being in one hand.

Resolved to make no changes in the existing courses. 

The Board was however of the opinion that the present 
suffixes in the nomenclature of the B.Ed. degree (Science, 
Commerce, Agriculture etc.) are confusing and should be 
either removed or reconsidered. It was proposed to refer the 
matter to the Faculty of Education, 

4[4) Summet School cum Conespondeuce Cotose 
for B.Ed, Examination of 1972. 

Resolved that the courses may continue as such. One 
more subject of Sanskrit be added 

It was further confirmed, having been already passed by 
the Faculty, that in this Course only those candidates should 
be admitted (1) who have graduated in I960 or earlier. (2) 
who posses at least five years of teaching experience in a reco- 
gnised school and (3) who are not below 45 years of age. 

4{5)Four Year Teacher Education course in Science 
B.Sc, B.Ed. First Year 1^72, Second Year 1973, 
Third Year 1974 and Foufth Year 7975. — No 
Change. 


The Board considered the revised Scheme of three year 
B.Sc. course, and four year B. Sc. (Hons.) B.Ed. Course as 
proposed by the Principal, Regional College of Education in 
his letter No. F9-196/70/8576 dated 29.7.70 

Resolved that part of the Syllabus which deals 
with Educatiou Course be approved. It further resolved that 
science courses dealing with B.Sc. and B.Sc (Hons.) B.Ed. 
Degree Courses under this scheme be referred to the Faculty 
of Science. 
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^(6) Diploma in Adult Education 1970. 

The Board approved the proposed syllabus but desired 
that the Bibliography should be brought upto date. The Board 
decided that one more paper on ‘‘Communication" should 
be added to this course. It further resolved that the strength 
of the staff in the department should be five persons includ- 
ing the Head of the Department. 

5. The Board considered a proposal of Principal, K.C, 
Tandon of Sangaria as contained in his letter dated 6.8.70 for 
amending 0.320 so as to read as follows : — 

“A candidate who after teaching the Bache^ 
lor's or Master’s Degree {with two teaching 
subjects — Compulsory or Opt onal but not 
qualifying at the graduate level) can be admi- 
tted to the B.Ed. Course." 

Resolved to recommend that the proposal be not acce- 
pted. 


6, The Board considered the following suggestions of 
the Vice-Chancellor made by him in consultation with the 
Convener of the Examinations Reforms Committee : — 

A. Regarding award of sessional marks these may be 
awarded on the basis of Articulation, Comprehen- 
sion and Objective Tests of the students as per de- 
tails given below : — 

Articulation — 4 marks 

Each student may be required to write atleast 
one essay on the subject each terra. This may 
be assessed by 2 independent teachers indepen- 
dently and marks recorded. Marks may be 
declared publicly and if any student feels aggri- 
ved be may be explained what that particular 
award given. 

Comprehension — 3 marks 

A Test may be conducted each term to examine 
whether the students have picked up the appro- 
priate expression, and have understood the sub- 
ject matter. 

Objective Tests — 3 marks 

Under this category marking may be done but 
the marks may not be shown to the candidate. 
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But the solution may be written by the teacher and 
posted on the notice board so that the students 
may know the correct answers. If this rational 
basis is adopted there is a change of increasing 
the quantum of internal assessment. 

B. As regards syllabus at the Post-graduate Level 
I suggested that — 

( i ) a list of full and half courses may be 
prepared according to the availability of 
teaching competence. 

( ii ) jt may be possible for a student to offer 
two full courses as a topic to give speci- 
alisation in that topic Such a student 
would prepare himself for research in 
this topic. 

( iii ) a studenr who wishes to learn the subject 
for becoming a teacher,he may offer ^half 
courses covering a variety of topics to 
have an extensive view of the subject. 
In fact the students may have to chose 
one full and two half courses. 

C. For very few bright students it may be sugges- 
ted that they may be encouraged to do some 
self-study on pre-assigned topics which are not 
included in their curriculum and they may be 
assessed entirely on that as far as sessional 
marks are concerned. 

The Board was of the opinion that the suggestions under 
A and B are already being followed by the Colleges under 
the Faculty of Education and that the Principals of Colleges 
should implement them more carefully and to the maximum 
extent. 

The Board resolved to recommend that undet C very 
bright students may be given assignments for assignment should 
be of essay type. However, there students would not be ex- 
empted from sessional work. 


7. It was reported that Academic Council, vide its Res. 
No. 35 dated 21,4.70 accepted the following draft resolution 
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prepared by Dr. Dayakrishana, Chairman, Examination Re- 
forms Committee vide his lettey No.Acd/c/1082 dated 17.4.70. 
as a result of discussions in the meeting of the Examination 
Reforms Committee held on I7th April, 1970 ; — 

“Resolved that in the interest of raising 
standards of teaching and examinations and 
award of degrees the Board of Studies may 
prepare alternative Schemes of courses and 
Examinations in their respective subjects to 
be implemented as early as possible.” 

Resolved to recommend that it is not desirable at present 
to have alternate courses in Professional Degrees like B.Ed. 
and M.Ed. 

8. The Board considered a proposal of the Secretary 
Board of Secondary Education, Rajasthan, Ajmer as contai- 
ned in his letter No. ACA/Internal/70/61529-3I dated 16.3.70. 
for incorporating the Boards comprehensive Internal assess- 
ment Scheme in the Compulsory part of the B.Ed. Syllabus of 
the University and was of the opinion that the scheme in vari 
ous forms was already being implemented by the Faculty of 
Education. Moreover provision for the same exists in the 
1st paper under School Organisation. 

9. The Board considered a proposal of the Principal 
Regional College of Education, Aimer as contained in his 
letter No.F. 92/28/SSCC/70-71 dated 30.7.70 to the effect 
that the same syllabus prescribed for the teaching subject of 
Sanskrit for the B.Ed. degree of the University be adopted 
for the Teaching subject of Sanskrit for the B.Ed. Summer 
School cum-Correspondence course. 

Resolved to recommend that the aforesaid proposal be 
accepted . 

10. The Board did not discuss the proposal for supple- 
mentary examination for B.Ed.in the light of the fact that the 
Academic Council did not approve the same. 

11. The Board considered the suggestions ofShriM.R. 
Paliwal, ex-Principal of Govt. T.T. College, Bikaner as per 
his letter No. 880-Aca/69 dated 1st December, 1969. 

With' regard to suggestion under the Head “Theory 
P.Tpers’’ the Board resolved that (1) the proposal about the 
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topic of HeaUh Education should be examined after three 
ye^rs as the existing syllabus has been recently overhauled (2} 
the proposal regarding ‘‘Contents and Methodology of Tea- 
ching School subjects'' was accepted for implementation 
from 1972(3) the proposal to include two more optional subje- 
cts (a) early childhood Education and (b) Elementary Edu- 
cation was accepted. Shri Paliwal should be asked to prepare 
draft syllabus for additional two subjects for consideration 
of the Faculty (4) the proposal to drop Basic Education was 
not accepted. 

With regard to suggestions under Part II practical work 
the Board was of the opinion that most of the practical work 
suggested already exists under sessional work. It however 
postponed the proposal regarding re-distribution of marks 
under different heads and categories and raising them to the 
total of 500 marks (250 Internal and 250 External) so that it 
may not be reconsidered by the Faculty for specific reco- 
mmendation. 

As regards the “Content Syllabus*' it was resolved that 
provision of contents exists in all subjects except Home 
Science and Arts in which subjects the provision should be 
made. The suggestion about equal distribution of work load 
was not accepted as the existing provision was considered 
adequate. 

The suggestions regarding Assessment Scheme under 
three Theory papers was accepted and it was resolved that 
these proposals should be brought to the notice of ail Princi- 
pals for implementation. 

12. It was reported that : — 

( i ) The Academic Council vide iis Res. No. 
4(i) dated 13.2.70 appointed a Commi- 
ttee to consider recommendation No.4 
dated 23.12.69 of the Faculty of Educa- 
tion to the effect that the nomenclature 
of the existing one-year Diploma Course 
in Adult Education be changed to the 
Degree of Bachelor of Adnlt Education 
and desired the Committee to see whether 
tho existing syllabus of the Diploma 
Course in Adult Education was of the 
level of the proposed Bachelor's Degree 
Course.

It resolved to recommend that in place of a Committee 
of courses in Adult Education one more member be added to 
the exist*ng number of members of Board of Studies on acc- 
ount of amalgamation of Adult Education Department with 
the Faculty of Education. 

15. The Board considered the list of publications as 
printed in the catalogue received from the Commission of 
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Scientific Technical Terminology, New Delhi, and resolved 
that books on Education be included in the syllabus. 

16. The Board considered the list of publications of 
National Book Trust, India and resolved that books on Edu- 
cation be included in the syllabus. 

17. The Board considered the complaint dated 30,4.1970 
from the Pnncipal/R.C.E,, Ajmer alongwiih the remarks of 
the paper setter and noted the same, 

18. The Board considered the complaint dated 26.4.1970 
received from Prof, of Education, College of Education, 
Banasthali. The reply of the examiner indicated that he had 
issued instructions while setting the question paper for issuing 
‘^Statistical Tables" for calculation but those were not sent 
by oversight by the University to the superintendent of the 
Centre, The Board was of the opinion that the University be 
intimated that it should be very careful in future in such 
matters.
